When the mayor first learned of the new 

tunnel under the river he was informed that

of ite youth before the public knew what was 
going on beneath the streets. 

Aithough no official of the present admin- 
istration knew there was such a tunnel, the 
‘telephone company immediately produced a 
permit signed by ,Supt. of Streets Doherty 
and letters of William L. O'Connell giving di- 
tections as to the construction. 

Both Mr. Doherty and Mr. O'Connell have 
forgotten the incident, Mr. Doherty saying 
he never had signed a permit and Mr, O’Con- 
nell saying he thought the whole matter had 
gone to the compensation committee and that 
be knew little or nothing about it. 


Telephone Cables in Tunnel. 

In the new tunnel the telephone company 
has placed the cables which formerly were 
carried in the La Salle street railway tunnel, 
mw being lowered in obedience to the com- 
muds of the federal government.

La Balle stre@tunne! eighty-five feet under 
the river, coming out north of Kinzie street.

HOLDUP IN HAMILTON CLUB 


Two Masked Robbers Invade Of- 
fice and Line Up Employes.

Two masked robbers invaded the Hamilton 
club last night, forced three employés to line 
up against the wall, took $50 from the cash 
drawer, and escaped after searching the safe 
in vain for more money. Several members 
of the club were in the billiard room, but they 


r Were not molested. 


After completing the search the robbers 
forced the employés of the club to enter the 
elevator and go to the top floor,] then ran 
down the stairs and disappeared. 

The robbery, one of the most daring ever 
committed in the loop district, took place 
while policemen were patrolling the streets 
below and less than two blocks away a score 
of policemen were guarding against violence 
by striking telegraphers. 

The men hurried into the entrance of the 
building at Monroe and Clark streets shortly

These words of Mr. Rockefeller’s iocter 
defiritely establish the fact that Williara A. 
Rockefeller, father of the richest man in the 
wcerid, is alive. The question arises, Where 
is he? 

His Father Kept in Hiding. 

The only definite answer that can be given 
to this query is: William A. Rockefeller is in 
hiding. 

Only four persons hold the secret of old 
William A. Rockefeller’s place of cenceal- 
ment—his children, John D., William, Frank, 
and Mrs. Mary Rudd, and they absolutely re- 
fuse to reveal it. 

There is reason to believe that many years 
ago William A. Rockefeller changed his 
name, turned his back upon wife and family 
and somewhere in the middle west established 
a new home. In this place it is certain his 
identity as the father of John D. Rockefeller 


is unsuspected. 


Grave Reasons for His Seclusion. 

Early in the search Frank Rockefeiier, 
John D.’s youngest brother, in an interview 
stated that his father was not only alive 
but in good health, that his whereabouts 
was a secret, and that there were grave 
reasons why this secret must not now be 
divulged. But Frank Rockefeller went fur- 
ther. He spoke of a time coming when 
he would make public simultaneously the 
true life history of his brother, John D., and

Marvin Tabor, night clerk, and Joseph 
Stone, checker, were the only ones in the 
office, and they were ordered to stand against 
the wall with Garner. 


Employes Threatened with Death. 


Af you don’t obey us we will kill you,“ said 
one of the robbers to Tabor, as he placed his 
revolver within an inch of the clerk’s head. 
While his companion stood on guard the man 
went inside the railing about the clerk’s desk 
and went to the cash drawer. Being un- 
familiar with the combination he had some 
trouble in opening it, and he ordered the clerk 
to aid him. Before the clerk could comply 
the robber found the combination and opened 
the drawer. Then he turned his attention to 
the safe, which was open. After searching 
the safe in vain he ordered the three em- 
ployés into the elevator. 


Take Off Masks as They Leave. 


The robbers took off their masks, but the 
employés were able only to get a glance at 
their -faces as the elevator was going up. 

After the elevator had ascended it was 
run down to the billiard room and Manager 
C. D. Vosburgh of the club was notified. He 
telephoned to the police. 

In telling his story to the police Tabor 
said: n 

„ am certain they were not more than 
20 or 21 years old. They were dressed in 
suits of dark material and both wore masks 
and caps, which they pulled well down over 
their eyes. I believe that I can identity 
them by their voices, although they spoke 
in whispers.”’ ! 

The robbers are thought to be either for- 
mer employés of the club or friends of Tabor. 
The latter suspicion was voiced by Tabor 
himself, who said two of his acquaintances 
had been planning something mysterious 
which they would not divulge to him. 

The theory that the robbers were former 
employés was advanced by Manager Vos- 
burgh because they seemed to be familiar 
with the arrangement of the office,

St. Louls, Milwaukee, St. Paul, 
and Minneapolis Among Big 
Towns In Operators’ War, 


NEW YORK'S 3,000 WILL QUIT

indications it will be nearly general over 
the entire country within the next three days. 

New York’s 3,000 union operators are al- 
most certain to join the strike by Monday, 
while the operators of Washington, Pitts- 
burg, Boston, Cincinnati, and Philadelphia 
are only waiting the word. 

President Small said. yesterday that the 
operators of Oakland and San Francisco 
would be called out today. 

Yesterday the strike spread to such large 
centers as St. Louis, Minneapolis, St. Paul, 
Milwaukee, Omaha, Council Bluffs, Sioux 
City, Columbus, O.; Pueblo, Memphis, and. 
Nashville. Smaller towns in the south jofmed 
with apparent eagerness. + 

The Postal operators have cast their lot 
with their Western Union brethren. They 
are out at St. Louls, Kansas City, Milwaukee, 
New Orleans, and other places. 

Up to last evening practically 3,000 opera- 
tors outside of Chicago were on strike. 

HOW STRIKE IS SPREADING. 

St. Louis, Mo., Aug. 10.—Four hundred 
Western Union operators walked out of the 
main office at 4:30 p. m. The night force is 
expected to join in the strike this evening. 

The strike was the result of an order issued 
at 4 o’clock as follows: 

“To all members of St. Louis local No. 3: 
in accordance with the resolution passed last 
night at the regular meeting of local No. 3, 
all members of this local will refuse to work 
with unfair offices. Effective 4:30 p. m., 
Aug. 10, 1907. A. L. EWI Nd, President.“ 

The operators in the Postal offices waiked 
out at 6 o'clock. About 200 Postal operators 
are involved in the strike. 


Milwaukee Is Tied Up. 
[BY LONG DISTANCE TELEPHONE. ] 

Milwaukee, Wis., Aug. 10.—[Special. I— The 
Western Union and Postal operators here 
struck at 4 o'clock this afternoon. Both 
companies had sent messengers to the city 
from Chicago with big bundles of messages 
for points all over the country which they 
were unable to handle in Chicago. They at- 
tempted to send these messages from this 
point, but the union men rebelled, At 3:80 
p. m. an ultimatum was delivered to both 
companies, declaring that a strike would 
follow if Chicago business was handled in 
Milwaukee. The company ignored the de- 
mund, and at 4 p. m. thirty Western Union 
operators and fifteen Postal operators 
walked out. Other operators were notified 
of the walkout, and by 6 o'clock 100 men were 
out on strike. 


Minneapolis Joins Revolt. 

Minneapolis, Minn., Aug. 10.—With but a 
few exceptions, every Western Union tele- 
graph operator in Minneapolis left his in- 
strument and walked out of the office at 
8:30 o’clock this morning. This includes the 
Western Union operators who handle the 
quotations in the chamber of commerce. 
One hundred men are idle. . 

The trouble came when N. M. Hansen, an 
operator in the main Minneapolis office of 
the Western Union, was ordered to work the 
wire to Chicago. He refused to do so, say- 
ing that he would not work with a nonunion 
man. This hadi been agreed upon at the 
meeting of the local branch of the telegra - 
phers’ union last night. 

The chief operator then discharged Han- 
sen. When Hansen was discharged all of 
the other men in the office except two or 
three followed him from the office. 


Kansas City Postal Men Out. 

Kansas City, Mo., Aug. 10.—AH of the 
Postal operators, with the exception of a 
few wire chiefs, struck shortly after 1 o'clock 
this afternoon. The Postal men demand a 
15 per cent increase in wages and eight hours. 
About seventy men are involved. 

There was but little change here today in 
the Western Union strike situation. George 
W. Bronson, local manager, stated that they 
had about thirty operators at work at the 
main office, an increase of fifteen over yes-

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‘ROOSEVELT IS READY 70 ACT 


President Willing to Try to Set- 
tle Strike if Both Sides Ask. 


INQUIRY TO BEGIN AT ONCE. 


Bureau of Corporations Will Investi- 
gate Big Telegraph Corporations. 


Washington, D. C., Aug. 10.—[Special. ]— 
According to information: received here, 
President Roosevelt is watching with the 
closest attention developments in the teleg- 
raphers’ strike. 

Commissioner of Labor Neill is holding 
himself in readiness to proceed at once to 
Chicago or any other point to mediate be- 
tween the strikers and the telegraph com- 
panies, but he does not believe, in view of 
his recent conferences with representatives 
of the two interests, that anything is to be 
gained by Interference at this time. 

“There is no telling what an hour will 
bring forth in a time like this,“ he said today. 
„% However, if things remain as they are at 
present I see no need to take any part in the 
matter.“ 

Inquiry to Begin at Once. 

Under instructions recently received from 
the president, Commissioner of Corporations 
Smith has begun preparations for a thorough 
investigation into the telegraph companies. 
This investigation necessarily would Involve 
the relations of the companies and their em- 
ployés. 

Unfortunately, the commissioner and his 
subordinates have been so loaded up with in- 
vestigations—nine are now under way—that 
it has been impossible to take hold of the tele- 
graph matter with the promptness which, un- 
der ordinary circumstances, would have been 
displayed. 

In view of the way the strike is extending, 
however, it is imperative that more informa- 
tion in regard to the companies and their at- 
titude toward employés should be had by 
the administration, and it is probable that 
Mr. Smith will find it expedient to obtain it 


without delay. 


Roosevelt Ready to Act. 
In the meantime, however, it is probable 
the president will consider the advisability 
of taking action, though usually nothing is 


done :e upon the joint request of the com- 


panies and strikers. . 
Already the authorities here are recefving 


appeals from business interests which fear 
the extension of the strike will seriously in- 
jure their prosperity. 

The local union of telegraphers will hold a 
meeting tomorrow afternoon, but it is stated 
by its president that a strike wij] not occur 
unless ordered by national headquarters. 


Inquiry at Los Angeles. 

Los Angeles, Cal, Aug. 10.—Ethelbert 
Stewart, special agent of the bureau of labor, 
representing the department of commerce 
and labor, arrived in Los Angeles today to 
investigate the local Western Union strike. 
His report will be made to Commissioner 


Neill at Washington.

FIGHT 10 A FINISH 


Walkout of All Commercial 
Operators in Country Only 
| Thing to Satisfy Them. 


NO COMPROMISE IN SIGHT, 


President Small Called from San 


Francisco to Take Charge of 
Spreading the Movement, 


COMPANIES SEEKING NEW MEN. 


Preparations to Lodge and Board Force In 
Western Union Building Lead to In- 
terference by Pickets. 


STRIKERS DON'T WANT ARBITRATION,

. Nothing short of a genera! strike extending 
over the entire country will satisfy the en- 
thusiastic spirits of local telegraph operators, 
judging from the sentiment displayed by the 
1,700 strikers in Chicago yesterday. This 
sentiment was encouraged by 7 report from 
New York that Percy Thomas, deputy presi- 
dent there, said a general strike would be 
called Monday. The union officials here dis- 
credited the accuracy of this report. 

In the belief of the officers of the local 
union it makes little real difference, how- 
ever, whether the general strike is called 
with due formalitgor not. As they expressed 
it, it will spread automatically anyhow, the 
telegraphers of each city refusing to work 
the moment they are asked to send messages 
to a strike bound point. 

Anyhow, it looks like a battle to the finish. 
The strikers ay they, have nothing to arbi- 
trate as they have the whip hand, while the 
companies declare they neither will meet or 
confer with members of the union. They 
say new men are coming in numerously and 
that business will soon be normal. 


President Small Asked to Come. 

In the afternoon Secretary Wesley Russell 
of the National organization sent a tele- 
graph message to President Small at Oak- 
land, Cal., asking him to hasten to Chicago 
on the next train. No answer to the message 
had been received at a late hour last night. 

The plan now is for Mr. Small and the 
other national officers to hold a conference 
with subordinates upon his arrival and te 
decide whether to engage in a general strike 
or allow matters to drift on in the “ run- 
away fashion. 

At the same time a decision will be reached 
as to the further operation of private or 
leased wires by the Associated Press and 
other news associations and by grain and 
stock brokers. In any event, new demands 
will be made on the brokers by the men 
working for them. 


Talk of Tieup Tomorrow. 

In some circles it was said that the general 
strike was assured and would be called to- 
morrow, but unless the radicals carry every- 
thing before them—as they have done in the 
local situation—the general strike will not be 
called, if at all, until President Small arrives. 
However, Mr. Thomas’ statement indicates 
the contrary. 

The companies continued their efforts to 
get men to take the places of the strikers 
and accepted messages subject to delay.” 
Their managers said they never would recog- 
nize the union and that the only terms on 
which the men would be taken back would be 
on individual application. 

The Postal company asserted, that one- 
third of its 500 employés were at work, but 
the strikers disputed this. The Western 
Union secured fifty operators from out of 


the city during the morning, and in the aftee- 


noon had 127 men actually at work. 


Series of Meetings Today. 

The local executive board of the strikers, 
after a several hours’ session last night, an- 
nounced a series of meetings to be held te- 
day, the most important being the massmeet- 
ing at Brand's hall in North Clark street, 

It was stated at the conclusion of the execu- 
tive session that one of the other meetings 
today would be for operators of private wires 
who would be urged to join the union—some 
of them already are members—and present 
their demand for higher wages and a closed 
shop to the brokers in a concerted manner, 
Operators for the Associated Press also will 
meet. 

“The strike is extending automatically,” 
said Chairman E. M. Moore of the local exeo- 
utive board. Whenever a man refuses to 
send a message to a strike bound point and 
is discharged the entire force goes out. In 
Detroit they took back a man who was dis- 
charged for refusing to send a message to 
Chicago, so the strike was declared off. They 
were offering operators there 5 cents a mes- 
nage for all they would take for Chicago or 
Cleveland, and although a skilled operator 
could easily send from sixty to seventy-five 
an hour, no one accepted the offer. To have 
accepted it would have precipitated an imme 
diate strike there. 


Arbitration Not Wanted. 

“I want it distinctly understood that I 
am not in favor of arbitrating this strike, 
I see no reason for arbitrating when we 
have our opponents beaten. The person who 
is defeated should be the one to seek arbi-

Railways Seeking Operators. 


At the massmeeing in the afternoon G. 
Dahl Jones, chief telegrapher of the Order 
of Railroad Telegraphers, conveyed the tid- 
ings that the Southern Pacific railroad was 
locking for telegraphers and would furnish 
all who would work for six monthe with 
trarsportation to and from their place of 
employment. He said that the same offer 
had been made by the Great Northern and 
the Northern Pacific, but asked telegraphers 
to stay away from those places, because the 
rullway telegraphers were negotdating with 
them for a new wage scale. 

„They have brought twenty-three strike 
breakers from New York,” said Chairman 
Frank Likes, who presided at this meeting. 
“That was the net result after untiring ef- 
forts. I see victory for the strikers if the 
ultra conseryative east can only produce 
twenty-three strike breakers.“ 


Denies Split in Union. 

E. T. Burke, an officer of local 16 of New 
York, reported seven-tenths of the telegraph 
operators in that city were organized. 

Mr. Likes denied, with force a report that 
had been circulated that there was a split in 
the union. 

„Our finances are in this city,” said he, 
„and controlled by men in sympathy with the 
strike. (The strike fund is said to be all the 
way from $150,000 to $500,000.) We are as- 
sured of the financial support of affiliated or- 
ganizations, but we will not need to call upon 
them. This is a fight of men, not of money, 
and our strength is in our numbers. We 
have men and don’t need money.

May Call Phone Strike.

Letter Sent to Strikers. 

A circular letter was sent in the morning 
by Manager Capen of the Postal Telegraph 
company to its striking employés. The let- 
ter set forth the advantages to be derived 
by the operators from continuing at their 
old employment, and the obstacles which 
they would meet if they endeavored to begin 
life anew in some new line which, it was said, 
was likely if they remained out many days. 

“The letter was intended to interest the 
older and more conservative men who went 
out because there was little else for them to 
do under the circumstanecs,” explained Mr. 
Capen. “ We sent it to the homes of the 
men, where they will get it today and read it 
at their leisure. 8 

It must not be forgotten that there are 
many men who have grown old in the serv- 
ice and would find it hard to get employ- 
ment if compelled to leave their present 
work. The letter probably will have no ef- 
fect upon the single young men—hot headed 
young fellows who have been watching for 
an opportunity to strike.

Another Letter to Be Sent. 

A circular letter mailed yesterday will be 
followed within a few days by another letter 
of a more determined tone. In fact, it is ex- 
pected to wield the big stick on the men in 
the hope that many men who cannot be 
argued into returning to work may return 
when they learn that their positions are 
endangered. 

The next letter will be an ultimatum, in 
which the strikers will be given a certain 
number of days to return to work. In case 
they do not return during the days of grace 
they will b. told that their positions have 
been forfeited and that other men are filling 
them. 

Such a letter was sent out by a number 
of State street firms during the great team- 
sters’ strike; and it was ignored by the 
strikers. The employers were as good as 
their word, however, and when hundreds re- 
turned and applied for their old positions 
they found that they were without employ- 
ment. 

Statement from Western Union. 

The manager of the Western Union re- 
mained firm in his attitude toward the strik- 
ers. The Western Union Co. will not hold 
conferences or meet any representatives of 
the union,” said T. P. Conk. It is not that 
I am opposed to the union, but that there is 
nothing for us to confer about or compromise. 

“ The unyielding position of the company 
a position which will be held to until the end 
of the strike and eve after—is that it win 
deal with its employee as individuals only.

Some Ex-Employes Call. 

One man who responded to the postal not! - 
fication of the Western Union yesterday was 
C. B. Haynes, a commercial traveler. Me 
had a talk with the chief officials, but de- 
parted saying it would be impossible for him 
to accept the invitation. Mr. Haynes was 
telegrapher for many years in the Fate 
office. 

Another applicant for a place was an Edge- 
water man who was an operator for the com- 
pany fifteen years ago. Officials of the com- 
pany would not tell the man’s name on the 
grounds that it might cause trouble between 
him and his present employés. They admit- 
ted, however, that he was a mine owner. 

“I was among the boys years ago and I 
would be glad of the opportunity to help the 
company out of its present trouble,“ he said 
to Manager Cook. I have no desire for the 
pay, but am willing to go to work at once.“ 

The mine owner was thanked and assured 
that if his services were needed he would be 
sent for. 


Branch Operators Called In. 

The Postal company maintained all day 
that it was able to take care of all the busi- 
ness brought into its office. The 105 branch 
offices of the cumpany in the hotels, office 
buildings, and suburbs were closed down, and 
all the operators who had refused to go on 
strike were concentrated in the maln office. 
Officials of the company pointed out that 
this did away with relays and materially 
reduced the number of operators absolutely 
required to carry on the company’s business. 

The company employed about 500 operators 
in all, and maintained that nearly one-third 
of this number were now actually at work. 
It was said that many strikebreakers had 
been brought in from a distance, but their 
identity or where they halled from was close- 
ly guarded. Policemen guarded the entrance 
to the building and were also stationed on 
the tenth floor in the corridors leading to the 
main operating room. 

First Report of Violence. 

The first report of violence during the day 
in connection with the strike was made by 
the Postal. A. M. Layton, night delivery 
clerk in the main office of the company, was 
assaulted and badly beaten by three men 
near Adams and Clark streets about 2 o’clock 
yesterday morning. Layton, who lives at 
766 North Clark street, was on his way 
home at the time of the attack. According 
to a report received by Supt. Capen, who 
turned the matter over to Assistant Chief 
of Police Schuettler, Layton was hit from 
behind and the trio then pounced upon him. 

The man was so badly beaten, his wife 
told Supt. Capen, he was unable to report 
for duty yesterday. 

Layton is not an operator, but merely a 
clerk in the office of the company, having 
charge of the messenger boys and the rout- 
ing of ‘telegrams to be delivered. Supt. 
Capen was inclined to believe that the man 
„ had been mistaken for an operator when 
he was seen coming from the office late at 
night. . 

Violence Decried by Strikers. 

Strikers denied being in any way responsi- 
ble for the attack and ineist that such 
methods to win the strike will not be resorted 
to. It was supposed that Layton had been 
attacked by irresponsible sympathizers with 
the men on strike. 

About the various offices of the Postal, 
aside from the main one at Van Buren and 
La Salle streets, there was an air of desola- 
tion. Hastily written signs in pencil an- 
nouhced to the curious that business was 
being done only at the main office. This 
was true of the booths in the various down- 
town hotels as wei] as the regularly main- 
tained offices in business cen‘ers outside the

Guards Keep Strikers Out. 

The elevator men in the Western Union 
building have been instructed to keep all 
strikers out of the building. A private de- 
tective guards the stairs, and Jim,“ the 
elevator starter, who is acquainted with all 
of the striking pres “doo: of the company, 
passes upon all of the passengers before 
they are permitted to go to the upper floors. 

“I wonder if it would be all right to go to 
the barber shop upstairs?’ asked Frank 
Powers, one of the pickets, of the elevator 
starter during the afternoon. 

The elevator starter looked at the man for 
a moment, then shook his head. 

“You've just been shaved, your hair is 
cut close to your head, and the shining man 
is not there. I don’t believe you have any 
business up there,“ he replied. 

Later the picket admitted that he was en- 
deavoring to learn just how many men wero 
at work in the main office. 


Strikers All Stay in Town. 

None of the unionists went across the lake 
to some summer resort, as had been advised 
the day before in a telegraphic message by 
President Small. Most of them, men and 
women and messenger boys, with forty-eight 
check boys from the Postal who went out in 
the morning as the latest recruits, lingered 
in La Salle or Van Buren streets or Jackson 
boulevard, and good naturedly chaffed the 
police. The police evidently had strict or- 
ders against anything that looked like a 
crowd, for they would not permit the group- 
ing of even four or five men. | 

The women strikers were encouraged dur- 
ing the afternoon by promise of financial and 
moral support from the Women’s Trade Union 
league. Miss Jane Addams, Mrs. Charles 
Henrotin, Miss Mary McDowell, and Mrs.

Strikers Use Novel Argument. 

A novel method of intimidation is being 
used by the striking telegraphers to force 
F. W. Sherwood, chief operator for the board 
of trade division of the Western Union, to 
join their ranks. Mr. Sherwood is a captain 
in the Seventh Illinois regiment and it ap- 
pears that he is a nonunion captain of a 
union regiment. 

An ultimatum was delivered to him that 
if he did not join the strikers he would be 
left without his company, one-half of whom, 
including the first and second Meutenants, 
befong to the Telegraphers’ union, while the 
rest of the men belong to other labor or- 
ganizdtions. Whetner Capt. Sherwood will 
prefer military honor to his job has yet to be 
seen. 


BOARD OF TRADE DIN STILLED. 


Lack of Wire Connections Will Mean 
Enormous Loss to Brokers—Busi- 
ness Already Cut in Two. 


Transactions on fhe board of trade were re- 
duced to a minimum yesterday by the 
telegraphers’ strike, and business was prac- 
tically at a standstill during a greater part 
of the short session. On Friday, when the 
Postal employés were/working trade was 
restricted greatly, but the stiliness at times 
yesterday was almost as pronounced as at a 
Quaker meeting compared to the ustal up- 
roar. 

The loss to the board of trade members if 
the strike should be continyed any length of 
time would be enormous, particularly at this 
time, when the new grain is beginning to move 


freely and the commission men have to keep 
in close touch with their country customers. 

In the purely speculative trade in the pits, 
the gloomy features of the traders, with the 
listless and quiet trading, betrayed the effect 
of the strike. The great bulk of the trade 
was between local scalpers, who found their

more than usually difficult. 

The wires of the big brokerage houses were 
still in commission, but their customers are 
not making use of them to send in orders 
until after the strike/Zis settled, fearing a 
further depreciation in prices.

NEW YORK’S 8,000 10 QUIT 


Operators Will Abandon Their 
Keys Before Monday Night. 


BOTH COMPANIES IN FIGHT. 


Key Men Will Renew Old Demand for 
More Pay. 


New York, Aug. 10.—[ Special. I— Orders to 
quit their keys and join in a genera! strike 
against both the Western Union and Postel 
Telegraph companies are expected on Mon- 
day by the 8,000 operators in this city. . 

The operators: are awaiting the report of 
this afternoon's meeting of the union leaders 
in Chicago. 

A special meeting of the local union has 
been called for tomorrow to consider tne 
failure of the two big telegraph companies 
to live up to the agreement with United 
States Labor Commissioner Neill.“ 

It is expected that a strike will be decided 
upon at this meeting, but that the orders to 
the operators will be withheld until Mon- 
day afternoon, just before the closing of the 
stock market. 


Strike May Come Sooner. 

The only exigency that is likely to cause 
a strike here before Monday is the compelling 
of the local operators to work with non- 
union men at the other end of the wires, but 
it wae not thought today that such an occa- 
sion for precipitate action would arise. 

President Ahearn of the local union said 
today: It ts likely that New York will 
be involved in the strike. The union has 
done all in its power to prevent a strike, but 
the company has not acted fairly. Ithink the 
strike will become general throughout the 
country.“ 

In advance of the action to be taken at the 
meeting the officials of the union are un- 
willing to commit themselves, but unofficialiy 
they freely admitted that they thought a 
strike was more than likely and that they 
were getting ready for it. 

One prominent member of the union said: 
“If we go on strike we are bound to win. It 
will not be like the strike of 1883. We are 
better organized now and we will have the 
backing of other strong unions. We have 
a comfortable treasury and we cannot be 


fooled like the men of 1883. We have learned 


a few tricks since the last strike.“ 


Will Renew Old Demands. 

At the union, headquarters, 56 Pine street, 
it was given out authoritatively that one 
of the first steps taken by the union here 
will be to reopen, if possible, the question 
of the demands made by the union against 
the Western Union company arising out of 
what the union calls the failure of President 
Clowry of that company to adhere to the 
stipulations of the agreement entered into 
between him and Labor Commissioner Neill 
in June. The telegraphers will again de- 
mand a 15 per cent raise in pay, an eight 
hour day, and the furnishing of typewriters 
to all employés needing them. 

The 15 per cént raise had been granted 
only in some individual cases, said President 
Ahearn, and President Clowry had made no 
move toward granting the eight hour day 
and the typewriter concession. 


Executive Committee Meets. 

The executive committee of the local union 
met this afternoon, but no report of its action 
was given out. 

The local union would not give out today 
any facts concerning its numerical strength 
or the resources it might draw upon in case 
of a walkout. Its officers say that 90 per cent 
of the men in both the Western Union and 
the Postal are members of the union. This 
the Postal company admits, but J. C. Bar- 
clay, assistant general manager of the West- 
ern Union, reiterated his company’s state- 
ment that only 50 per cent of their New York 
office was unionized. 


Gol. Clowry Not Exercised. 


Col. R. C. Clowry, president and general 
manager of the Western Union Telegraph 
comnpany, did not come to the general office 
of the company today, as he felt that the sit- 
vation is not such as to demand his personal 
presence. He remained at his country home 


at Elberon, N. J. The general officers of the

RUSH TO SELL; STOCKS FALL 


Leading Securities Reach New 
Low Price in Short Session. 


OIL MEN UNLOADING, TOO. 


Standard Financiers Join Rush That 
Causes Decline. 


New York, Aug. 10.—[Special.J]—A fresh 
outbreak of liquidation, induced by new 
developments in the administration’s anti- 
corporation propaganda, swept away market 
values today until the average of prices was 
below that of the silent panic on March 14. 

Large numbers of investors in Europe as 
well as this country took fright from the 
statements of Attorney General Bonaparte 
after his interview with the president yes- 
terday and from the indictments against the 
New York Central, Pennsylvania, and Stand- 
ard Oil and turned their securities into cash. 

The result was a continuous decline in quo- 
tations of every security on the list, with 
losses ranging from two to five points in the 
most active shares. 

Standard Oil Crowd Unloading. 

Shares with which the Standard Oil name 
is connected broke most sharply as they have 
on previous breaks since the imposition of 
the $20,000,000 fine, and the impression that 
Standard Oil financiers were unloading, not 
simply sitting idly by, gained greater cur- 
rency than ever. 

The Harriman stocks were again the most 
active, Union Pacific furnishing 20 per cent 
and Southern 5 per cent of the day's busi- 
ness. Mr. Bonaparte’s remark about the 
advisability of prosecuting men higher 
up caused apprehension among holders 
of the Harriman stocks, since it was taken in 
connection with what seemed a plain inti- 
mation that Mr. Harriman was to be prose- 
cuted for his connection with the Alton. 

More than 100,000 shares of Union Pacific 
changed hands in the two hour session, and 
the last transaction showed a loss of 4% 
points for the day. Forthe week it showeda 
net loss of sixteen points. 


Lowest Mark Since 1901 Panic. 

Not since the Northern Pacific panic in 
May, 1901, has the average been as low as 
the low prices of today. New York Central 
was one stock which sold well below its price 
in the May panic, Not since 1808, when it 
sold at one time at 106, could it have been 
purchased so cheaply. It touched that ng- 
ure today and closed but half a point below 
it. 
Pennsylvania, which had previously resist- 
ed the declining tendency more stoutly than 
most of the others, also sold off sharply. 
With the New York Central it was adversely 
affected by the indictments at Jamestown. 

Other Standard Oil specialties besides the 
Harriman stocks dropped heavily. St. Paul 
lost 3% points after selling below its price 
in the March panic and in the May, 1901, 
panic as well. Amalgamated and Anaconda 
lost more than 2 points each and established 
new lows at 78% and 47, respectively. 

Reading made the new low record of 90 to 
the accompaniment of reports that the anti- 
corporation policy contemplated vigorous 
action against the hard coal roads. Some 
among many other new low prices were es- 
tablished by Locomotive at 52%; Smelter, 
which lost 4% points, at 97%; Smelters pre- 
ferred, 90%; Sugar, 112%; Atlantic Coast line, 
79; Central Leather, 18%; Colorado Fuel and 
Iron, 26%; Western Union, 75%, and United 
States Rubber, 30. 


Prices Just Crumble Away. 

Trading was in the large volume of more 
than 500,000 shares for the two hour seseion, 
but though the break in price was almost as 
sharp as Wednesday, at no time was the 
market so fitful and feverish. The decline 
was a constam crumbling of prices rather 
than a sharp break. 

1 do not myself feel alarmed over the 
safety of American securities,’’ said a well 
known banker, but it is only natural that 
many should be alarmed.

England Fears Socialism.

A quarrel over business matters is be- 
lieved to have led up to the tragedy, which 
occurred at Godfrey’s residence. Dunton, 
who married Godfrey's eldest daughter, lived 
with his father-in-law. 

The men were last seen alive at supper 
time tonight and at that time there was no 
hint of trouble between them. 


Finds Father and Husband Dead. 

The murder and suicide were first dis- 
covered by Mrs. Dunton when she returned 
to the house about 8 o’clock. She stumbled 
across the body of her father in the parlor, 
and when she ran in terror to call her hus- 
band she found his body in their bedroom. 
Near him lay the revolver. 

Godfrey and Dunton were partners in a 
dry goods store in Sherman street. Dunton 
ran the store on money supplied by his 
father-in-law. Recently, it is said, the 
store has not been a success, and Godfrey had 
lost considerable money in the venture. 


Store Failure Cause of Quarrel. 

This is believed to have been the subject of 
the quarrel which resulted in the death of 
the two men. 

Dunton was mayor of Ottumwa ten years 
ago and was looked upon as one of the city’s 
most public spirited men. Godfrey was re- 
garded as one of the richest men in,Ottumwa, 
having inherited a fortune and added tq it 
by land deals. +. 

Mrs. Dunton was too hysterial tonight to 
cast any additional light on the tragedy. She 
will be a witness at the inquest tomorrow. 


RACE WAR IN VIRGINIA; 
FIFTY NEGROES IN AMBUSH. 


Citizens of Onancock, Fearing Attack, 
Get Help from Other Towns by Spe- 
cial Train. 


Baltimore, Md., Aug. 10.—A race war is 
imminent at Onancock, Va., where fifty 
negroes have taken up arms against the 
whites. The latter, it is reported, propose 
to attack the negroes at dawn tomorrow 
morning. 

The negroes are in ambush in the brush 
outside of town. The whites have appealed 
to the people of Qiney, Parksley, Aceomac, 
Tasley, and other nearby towns for aid. 

Armed men have been sent to Onancock 
by special train in response to the appeal 
for help. 

The only connection between Onancock 
and the outside world is by telephone to 
Parksley, and the line closed at 11 o’clock 
tonight. 

The trouble started in a quarrel between 
Gatland Beloate, white, and a negro named 
Uzzel. Beloate was shot and seriously 
wounded, 

The negroes, expecting trouble, armed 
themselves, and fifty of them, with Usel, 
ambushed themselves in the outskirts of 
town. 

Four white men leaving Onancock in 
hack were made the targets of fifty shots by 
negroes from a grocery store in the suburbs. 
They reached Tasley in safety, with the hack 
riddled with bullets. 

It is also reported but not confirmed that 
the negroes fired a number of shots through 
the windows of a train while it was passing 
through Tasley, but that no one was hit. 

There is said to be great excitement in 
Accomac and Northampton counties, Vir- 
ginia, and in neighboring parts of Maryland.

Activity in Building Trade. 


Chicago’s sound prosperity is shown again 
in the figures for buliding during the last 
month. July was the most prosperous month 
in building of any corresponding month in 
fifteen years.

Work of Commercial Association. 


This natural and general growth of the 
city’s commercial prosperity is supplement- 
ed and fostered by one of the city’s most 
conspicuous, nonpartisan organizations, the 
Chicago Commercial association.

Bringing Business to Chicago. 


The association recently gave a good fel- 
lowship dinner in the Coliseum to 2,500 Chi- 
cago business men—the largest number that 
has ever been assembled on such an occasion 
in this country. It is planning to build a great 
clubhouse for its members. 

These are some of the things accomplished 
by the association toward the building up of 
Chicago: 

It brought 200 conventions to Chicago in 1906, 
which spent over $3,000,000, against an average 
of forty conventions the previous years. 

Organized the national corn exposition for this 
fall, which will bring 300,000 people to the city, 
who will spend $15,000,000. 

It helps its members bring in outside customers 
by getting them reduced rates for the trip. 

It obtained a reduction of freight rates into 
the southeast, thus opening a new territory for 
Chicago shippers previously controlled by the 
east. 

It brings to the city 25,000 outside merchants a 
year through ite *‘ merchants’ meetings. 

It has recuced congestion at freight depots, 
saving about twenty minutes for each wagon. 

It sent three picked delegations of business 
men to the Pacific coast, the southwest territory, 
and thé southeast territory to proclaim the ad- 
vantages of the Chicage market. 


Outlook Is a Bright One. 


W. H. Harper, editor of the weekly bul- 
letin that the association sends to its res- 
ident members, and acting secretary, eum- 
marized the situation as follows: 

Month after month the volume of buei- 
ness flowing into Chicago increases.

Passes It Up to Ericson. 

“ The company is thinking of City Engineer 
Ericson if it says it has a permit from the 
city,” said Mr. Doherty. Applications for 
permits relating to anything of that sort are 
turned over to Mr. Ericson. I have no recol- 
lection of being asked for a permit.“ 

Mr. Ericson is in Michigan and could not 
be reached last night. 

William O'Connell, who was commissioner 
of public works at the time the work on the 
tunnel was begun, said hie recollections of 
the application for a permit were hazy and 
that he did not know whether one had been 
granted or not. 

I remember the company had to take its 
cables out of the La Salle street tunnel in a 
hurry and that it applied for a permit to build 
a new tunnel, he said. I did not sign one, 
and it is my recoMection that, after a good 
deal of sparring around, the company was 
sent to the compensation committee. What 
happened after that I don’t know.“ 


Electrician Carroll Surprised. 

William Carroll, city electrician, who keeps 
tab on the underground work of the tele- 
phone company wherever possible, said he 
knew nothing of the new tunnel until he 
heard several days ago that one had been 
found.

Young girls of Chicago are becoming as 
inveterate gamblers as their older and more 
fashionable sisters who make their offer- | 
ings to the Goddess Fortune at the bridge 
whist shrine. The big lake excursion steam- 
ers, with their slot machines, are teaching 
these children the gambling habit. On the 
City of South Haven on Wednesday girls in 
their teens and young women were lined up 
seven or eight feet deep about the slot ma- 
chines amidships, which for the entire voy- 
ege both ways were as much a gambling 
hell as a Mississippi river steamer with its 
faro games, except. that the stakes were 
smaller. ; 


Excursion of Christian Society. 

To make matters worse the excursion was 
given under the auspices of a Christian En- 
deavor society from one of the cities on the 
other end of Lake Michigan. Itis not known 
how many of the young girls belonged to the 
Society of Christian Endeavor. Some of 
them did perhaps. Certainly most of them 
had purchased tickets for the benefit of that 
religious organization. It is not known 
whether or not any of the officers of the 
society were on the boat. It is certain that 
none of them made any attempt to stop these 
girls from gambling. 

There were four of the machines, large 
affairs with spaces for dropping nickels so 
that the player stood a chance to win from 
10 cents up to §$2. 


Odds Favor the Machine. 

The slot machines, however, were not 
there for the purpose of making a winning 
for players. The percentage in favor of 
the machine was so large that one could 
‘go broke in a comparatively short time 
unless one had several dollars to play with, 
which the girls, of course, usually had not, 
unless, as in some instances, they could induce 
their male companions to furnish the stakes. 
One could lose $2 or 88 in half an hour by 
persistent playing. 

The young girls crowded around the ma- 
chines all day with flushed faces and all the 
lust of old gamblers shining from their eyes. 
Some of the older ones appeared experienced 
players with all the belief of gamblers in 
hoodoos, luck, and systems. They only left 
the machine when they were dead broke,” 
and then the young girls with the few nickels 
eagerly crowded forward. 

Some of these girls perhaps were shop girls 
working for $3, or $4, or $5, or $6 a week. 
Such would appear from their clothes. At 
all events they were not in a position to lose 
even 50 cents or $1 with equanimity. 


Lament Last Nickel Gone. 

“There goes my last nickel,” said one 
girl of 17, as desperately as any ruined player 
at Monte Carlo. 

She wore a while muslin dress, evident- 
ly carefully ironed by some hard working 
mother, and the soles of her shoes were so 
worn that her stocking feet nearly touched 
the ground. Perhaps, if she had made a 
heavy winning, she would have bought a 
pair of shoes—or some ice cream soda. 

‘Frank, stake me to a dollar,” said an- 
other young girl. “‘I won’t have car fare in 
the morning unless I win some of this back. 
I've lost $1.75.’’ 

„O, come away from that machine. You're 
nutty over it,“ her escort urged, taking her 
by the arm and leading her away for re- 
monstrance in a less public place. 

„Get your nickels here! Get your nickels 
here!“ one of the boat attachés kept saying

Roosevelt vesterday a petition of 400 Chris- 
tian Persians living in Chicago, asking execu- 
tive intervention to stop the massacre of 
Christian Persians by invading Turks. 

The Rev. N. G. Malech, pastor of a Persian 
congregation in Chicago, started the petition. 
Mr. Malech received his European education 
in the University at Christiania, and the fol- 
lowing translation of his petition was made 
by N. A. Grevstad, editor of the Skandi- 
naven: 

President Roosevelt, Oyster Bay, N. T.: In the 
northwest part of Persia live about 25,000 Chris- 
tlans. They are poor and find it hard to make a 
living. For many hundreds of years they have been 
persecuted and horribly abused by the Turks and 
Kurds, among whom they lived. 

At the present time about 400 young men of these 
people live in Chicago. We have come here to 
work hard in order to support our families left be- 
hind in Urmia. Now we hear that the Turks have 
again invaded Urmia, sacked Christian villages, 
killed many people and are destroying our dear 
families. 

We pray to God that you may see the justice 
of our cause and take immediate steps to stop the

CHOATE’ § PROJECT IN DOUBT | NOT A WAR CLOUD IN EUROPE 


Hague Peace Conference Not Ex- 
pected to Foster Court Idea. 


SKEPTICS RAISE BARRIER. 


First Feeling of Optimism Gives Way 
to Doubt and Questioning. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 

THE HAGUE, Aug. 10.—The brief wave of 
optimism that followed the general bene- 
diction of United States Ambassador Choate’s 
project for a permament arbitration tribunal 
seems to have spent itself and the peace con- 
ference enters its eighth week struggling 
against a strong ebb tide. 

There is a feeling of skepticism bordering 
on exasperation among those delegates to 
whom the grandiose notion of a world’s peace 
parliament sitting under the patronaget of 
the czar of Russia isn't edifying. This is 
becoming stronger as each day that passes 
shows that the class of manufactured ar- 
ticle which the conference is turning out isn’t 
the kind of product for which the machinery 
of the conference was made. 

The drafting committee concluded today 
the framing of the project for the establish- 
ment of an international permanent court of 
arbitration, and the document thus drafted 
will be debated on Tuesday next by the 
first committee. 


Function of Proposed Court. 

The document will explain that the pro- 
posed court is to be auxiliary to and notin 
place of the existing arbitration court, the 
character of which will remain diplomatic 
while that of the new one will be judicial. 
Its attractions, for international disputants, 
will be expeditiousness and economy. 

It will be prepared to constitute a court a 
fortnight after a case shall have been re- 
ferred to it, and as its machinery will be 
permanent and it will be maintained by ag 
international common fund litigants will be 
freed from anxiety whether they can af- 
ford to appeal to it. 


Too Much Theorizing for Action. 

The advancement of the idea of a perma- 
nent arbitration court can hardly expect 
any more useful help from the present con- 
ference. Its advocates are ready to admit 
that it will be a delicate plant, but plead 
that it is displacing nothing else and should 
be given a chance. The fact that it is dis- 
placing nothing else is not counted altogether 
in its favor by the skeptics, who reply that 
there is no concrete demand for it. and would 
be premature to drag it in now to have the 
conference blamed for its utter barrenness. 

In this atmosphere of doubts and ques- 
tionings there is no disparagement of Choate 
and Root for bringing the scheme forward. 
They have had the courage to plant publicly 
and officially the seed of the science of in- 
ternational law, and its friends may hope 
to see it flourish in friendlier surroundings 
than the network of cross purposes to which 
the great part of this conference has re- 
duced itself. 


WORK IS CLEMENCEAU’S “REST” 


French Premier’s Vacation a Name 
Only—Rises Early and Is Busy 
All Day.

PARIS, Aug. 10.—The vacation of Premier 
Clemenceau at Carisbad is only a vacation in 
name. He rises at 4, when there are always 
peasants present waiting to exchange pleas- 
antries and make requests. At 8 o'clock let- 
ters begin to arrive. At 9 he receives infiu- 
ential electors to discuss the conditions. 
Eleven o'clock brings people demanding fa- 
vors for charitable organizations, associa- 
tions, etc. He then takes lunch at an open 
table with his colleagues and functionaries. 

In the afternoon he takes a walk, always 
with some one who wishes to discuss a po- 
litical project. 
Before dinner he takes a mild appetizer, be- 
cause, although a nonalcoholic, M. Clemen- 
ceau cannot resist the charm of half an hour 
in the village café. Afterwards he meets; 
more politicians and then takes dinner. He 
goes to bed at an early hour.

Moroccan Situation Causes Small Com- 
ment; Hague an Experiment. 


LONDON, Aug. 10.— This week's events, 
especially the warlike developments in Mo- 
rocco, Would ordinarily be remarked as hav- 
ing an ominous bearing upon that sensitive 
usually 
described as the European situation. The 
czar and kaiser have met in prolonged con- 
sultation, and nobody has even suggested 
that they have conspired against England or 
entered into any nefarious scheme for their 
mutual aggrandizement. Nothing, in fact. 
has happened to justify even the most 
chronic alarmist to indulge in gloomy fore- 
bodings. 

There are, of course, pessimists at The 
Hague who point out the impending failure 
of the conference to accomplish anything 
practical and who croak sardbnically about 
the peace deliberations finding echo in the 
bombardment of Casablanca. They even 
pretend to find something ominous in the 
sweet chorus of peace wherein Berlin, Paris. 
St. Petersburg, and all other capitals joined 


after the French guns ceased firing upon the 


Moroccan coast. The Eufopean diplomatic 
world, however, is contented, and not fora 
long time has the outlook been more satis- 
factory. 
New Treaty Will Aid Peace. 

Another strong guarantee of peace will be 
found in the new Anglo-Russian treaty 
when it is announced shortly. The kaiser, 
who naturally is apprehensive regarding this 
new element in the international situation, 
was genuinely appeased and relieved when 
its terms were made known to him by Nic- 
olas at Swinemunde. It will be found that 
the agreement is virtually a self-denying 
ordinance on the part of both powers in 
Persia and Afghanistan. om ane far east it 
aims solely to remove frictiorfrom all parts 
of the world where English and Russian in- 
terests have clashed. It amounts in effect 
to the crowntng word of peace in the great 
task which Edward set himself on coming 
to the throne. That task is now completed 
as far as existing conditions make it possible. 


Hague Not a Disappointment. 

In the light of these developments the com- 
paratively barren results of The Hague con- 
ference need not be regarded as disappoint- 
ing. Nobody in the real diplomatic world 
ever expected much from such a heterogen- 
eous gathering which met without program 
and without rules of procedure. 


AMERICANS HONORED AT KIEL. 


Yankee Yachtsmen Are Dined by Im- 
perial Club—Prince Henry of 
Prussia Presides. 


KIEL. Aug. 10.—American yachtsmen were 
given a dinner by the Imperial Yacht club 
tonight. Prince Henry of Prussia presided 
and was in an especially jolly humor. 
Rear Admiral Sarhnow, the active presi- 
dent of the club, Emperor William being hon- 
orary president, and other distinguished 
naval officers were present. 

Prince Henry in proposing the health of the 
American guests alluded to the hospitality 
he had enjoyed during his instructive jour- 
ney in the United States. Mr. Henry How- 
ard respondéd on behalf of the Americans.

MOBS WORK WRECK AT WILL. 


Vatican Censures Government’s Atti- 
iule—Pontiff Seeks Peace.

ROME, Aug. 10.—In vatican circles the 
Passive attitude of the Italian government 
during the anti-church criais is unfavorably 
commented upon. The parish priests of 
Rome have addressed a petition to the pre- 
fect of the province in which, after protest- 
ing at the outrages daily committed against 
the clergy, they ask whether the laws are 
still in force and whether it is lawful for 
a savage rabble composed of Jews and anti- 
Christians to outrage with impunity the 
Catholic religion, which is still recognized as 
the religion of the state, the pope, whose 
person is declared by law to be sacred and 
inviolable, and the clergy, whose members 
as Italian citizens are entitled to liberty, ro- 
spect, and personal protection. 


Italian Priests and Nuns Insulted. 


In almost every Itaiian town priests and 
nuns have been ineulted, outraged, and at- 
tacked, yet not one of their aegsailants has 
been arrested. A prominent vatican prelate 
says: 

Plus IX. commenced his pontificate with 
a conciliatory policy and he was forced to 
end it with intransigeance. The tame thing 
happened in the case of Leo XIII., and were 
an identical change to take place now under 
Pius X. the church question in Italy would 
be sure to assume quite a different aspect. 
Conciliation between church and state was 
both premature and imposeible under 
Plus IX. 

But Piu X., on the contrary, initiate 
quite a diffegpnt policy. He never sought to 
arrive at an entente with the Italian gov- 
ernment, and while he never ceased to pro- 
test against the occupation of Rome and the 
loss of his temporal power, still he gave 
repeated proofs that he favored a modus 
vivendi—namely: that both church and state 
shou.d continue to live side by side, each 
going its own way without friction or an- 
tagonism.”’ 


Crowds Cheer Merry del Val. 

Cardinal Merry del Val, the papal secretary 
of state, arrived at Castel Gandolfo this even- 
ing and was enthusiastically greeted by the 
entire population of the village. He drove 
in an open carriage accompanied by Mgr. 
Kennedy, rector of the American college, 
from the station to the papal palace. The 
courtyard was crowded with people who re- 
peatedly cheered the cardinal. The demon- 
stration was considered significant as a re- 
action of the recent anti-clerical outbreak. 


ENGLISH BOY COSTS $25,500; 
ONLY $25,000 IN AMERICA. 


Expense of Raising Middle Class Youth 
Shown by Figures Kept by His 
Father. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. } 

LONDON, Aug. 10.—Considerable attention 
has been attracted by the American cable- 
gram which reported a socialist orator as 
saying that the total cost of bringing up a 
boy in the American middle class was $25,000. 

The following is the actual expense of 
bringing up an English boy with a Uberal 
education. The boy's life is aivided into four 
periods, the nursery, preparatory school, 
Eton, and Oxford. 

In the nursery age, 1 to 8 years, $625 an- 
nually, $5,000; preparatory school, 9 to 13, at 
$750 yearly, $3,750; Eton age, 14 to 18, at 
$1,500 yearly, $7,500; Oxford age, 19 to 21, 
$1,750 yearly, $5,250; traveling and holiday 
expenses, at the age of 14 to 21, at $500 yearly, 
$4,000. The grand total is $25,500. 


Expenses in Detail. 

Going into detail, the annual cost in the 
nursery age is arrived at thus: Food, $150; 
clothing, $100; governess or nurse, 5250; 
holidays traveling, $125. During the prep- 
aratory school age, the holiday clothes, 
games, and traveling expenses increased 
$750 annually. 

When the boy went to Eton he was owner 
of a pony cesting $175 and it was kept ata 
cost of $125 annually. He had also received 
a first gun, and while the fees and tuition 
at Eton were only $810 annually, $1,500 was 
apent by the father for only the ordinary 
expense of an ordinary Eton boy. 


Oxford Allowance Not Large. 

The Oxford allowance of $1,750 was ample 
to his needs, but was small in comparisop 
to the allowances some of the richer men's 
sone spent. On it he was just able to main- 
tain friendships he made at the school de- 
cently. 

To pay his way during this period the 
father paid $150 entrance, $50 annual sub- 
scriptions for thé London club, $50 entrance, 
and $25 subscription for the golf club. The 
allowances for traveling and holiday ex- 
penses were kept at $500 yearly from his 
entrance to Eton to his leaving Oxford. 


ACCUSES STOESSEL’S WIFE 
OF GRAFTING DURING SIEGE. 


Sordid Story of Cows That Were Used 
for Gain Revealed in Suit Brought 
in St. Petersburg. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 

ST. PETERSBURG, Aug. 10.—A case 
brought against Gen. Stoessel's wife by Frau 
Rutzgki, formerly a dairy owner in Port Ar- 
thur, is a peculiar echo of the famous siege 
and is attracting much attention. The cir- 
cumstances of the case are as follows: Just 
before the investment of Port Arthur Frau 
Rutzki, who did not desire to experience the 
siege, departed, leaving three valuable milch 
cows with fodder sufficient for twelve months 
as a loan, in charge of Capt. Bondaryeff, 
chief of the military hospital, with instruc- 
tions that the milk sheuld be used in the hos- 
pital. After some weeks the losses of Rus- 
sian officers were so heavy that Gen. Stoessel 
ordered all the officers of the administrative 
medical corps to the front. 

Bondaryeff, however, prevailed upon Stoes- 
sel to allow him to remain. At the same time, 
it is said, he sent the three cows as a present 
to Mme. Stoessel. The Stoessels thus con- 
sumed the milk and Bondaryeff remained at 
his safe post and was decorated with the 
order of Stanne for valor after he returned 
to St. Petersburg. 

Frau Rutzki turned up with a demand for 
her cows or their value. Mme. Stoessel de- 
clared the Japanese took the cows, but wit- 
nesses declared that not only were the cows 
sola for hard cash, but their milk was regu- 
larly sold from the Stoessel household dur- 
ing the sfege at a high price. 


JOSEPH JOACHIM NEAR DEATH. 


Great Hungarian Violinist Seriously III 
in Berlin—Genius En 
by Mendelssohn. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNBS.) 
BERLIN, Aug. 10.—Joseph Joachim, the 
great violinist, is so ill his death is feared. 
He is 76 years old, having been born in Hun- 
gary in 1881. He was already famous when 
he went to the Leipzig conservatory at the 
age of 13, where Mendelssohn recognized his 
genius and encouraged him. 

He became the head of the newly developed 
Academy of Music in Berlin in 1809. He is 
the author of many works for the violin and 
orchestra, the chief of them being the Hun- 
garian concerto. 

On the sixtieth anniversary of his first ap- 
pearance in England, May 16, 1904, he was 
presented at Queen's ball. London, with his 
portrait, painted by Sargent, and received a 
notable ovation.

GAINS IN GRAVITY 


Tribesmen All Over Country 


Joining Uprising Against 
i Europeans. 


SULTAN MAKES APOLOGY. 


Tells French Consul at Fez to Go 
Ahgad and Exact Punish- 
ment for Massacre. 


TANGIER, Aug. 10.—The insurrection is 
spreading rapidly. The French residents are 
leaving Alcasar and El Kebir. At El Kebir 
the situation is exceptionally grave. 

The transport Nive has arrived at Casa- 
blanca and landed more troops. There are 
now 2,200 French soldiers on shore there. 

A wireless message from Casablanca re- 
ceived during the night reported the situa- 
tion there as practically the same as on Aug. 
8. Gen. Drude, commander of the French 
expeditionary force, still maintains his camp 
outside the city. 

The sultan of Morocco, through the Moroc- 
can foreign minister, has tranemitted to the 
French consul at Fez an expression of the 
grief with which he learned of the assassina- 
tion of the Europeans at Casablanca, saying 
that no one more than he condemned the 
act which cost five French lives.’’ The 
sultan said he was ready to accord any 
satisfaction demanded, notably the dis- 
missal of the governcr of Casablanca and 
the punishment of the guilty persons. 

In obedience to orders from Paris the 
French werships arriving here continue to 
salute the Moorish flag in order to show 
that France is not at war with Morocco. 


Casablanca a City of Dead. 

Pasbengers of a Spanish steamer which 
has just arrived here say that the native 
quarter of Casablanca resembles a city of 
the dead. The buildings which have not 
been burned have gaping holes in their walls 
made by the shells of the warships. 

As the French and Spaniards were un- 
able to burn all the bodies collected at Casa- 
blanca and its vicinity, deep trenches are 
being dug outside the walls and the piles 
of dead carted from the city are being 
thrown into them and sprinkled with quick 
lime and other disinfectants before they are 
covered with earth. 

The French wounded were taken aboard 
the gundoat Cassini, which arrived here 
during the day and landed nine men suf- 
fering from severe injuries. 

The Spanish cruiser Hernan Cortes and 
two destroyers left Algeciras last night for 
Casablanca. The Sixtieth regiment of Chas- 
seurs has embarked at Ceuta for the same 
destination. 


Spaniards Indulge in Slaughter. 
[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. } 
LONDON, Aug. 10.—Further delayed dis- 
patches from the Daily Mall's correspondent 
at Casablanca furnish interesting side lights 
on the stirring events of the last week there. 
Writing on Tuesday last he says that after 
the Spanish sailors from the gunboat Don 
Alvaro de Bazan, blasting their way through 
the streets to the Spanish consulate with 
volleys, had put a stop to the looting in the 
business center of the town yesterday, there 
came a calm which was so reassuring that 
a number of people, who had been hiding for 
terror stricken hours from the plundering 
Arabs, issued timidly from their hiding 

places into the streets. 

They soon scampered away, seeking hid- 
ing places more secure than the ones they 
had before, for from the high parapeted roof 
of their consulate the Spaniards were blas- 
ing away at everything in sight, Moor or 
Jew, man, woman, or child, it did not matter 
which. 

There were less than fifty men landed from 
the Don Alvaro de Bazan, but the consulate 
was already packed with Spanish subjects, 
workmen and small shopkeepers, all with 
guns. All were filled with a furious desire 
to kill, which, on the part of a barbarian 
people, would have been described as fanat- 
ical. Two women were schuffling along in 
the shadow of a wall. As they turned the 
angle into the street and came within sight 
of the Spaniards there poured down a per- 
fect shower of bullets, but the women crept 
safely away. Most of the people about the 
streets were engaged in looking for Spanish 
stores, so the Spanish bloodthirstiness may 
be understood. They shot at everybody they 
caught sight of. 

The French marines were exceedingly cau- 
tious when passing the Spanish position, hold- 
ing out their hats on their bayonets as an 
introduction, then shouting that they were 
French before daring to send a single man 
forward. 


PRINCE IS A THEFT SUSPECT. 


Ostend Police Search Rooms of Myste- 
rious Men and Find Them Held 
by Servian Royalty. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 

LONDON, Aug. 10.—The crown prince of 
Servia, who is making a fairly extended tour 
incognito, is now doing the sights of Lon- 
don with all the zest natural to a youth of 
19 and hitherto he has displayed none of 
those unpleasing traits which gained for him 
the title of His serene highness, the Hooll- 
gan Prince.“ 

He had an unpleasant experience in Ostend, 
where he had taken rooms in the leading 
hotel with his aid de camp. Some jewels were 
stolen in the hotel and the servants’ rooms 
were searched in vain. The landloré then 
told the police of the arrival of two mys- 
terlous gentlemen, who always remained by 
themselves and spent money lavishly. 

The police immediately went to search the 
prince’s rooms and the latter, in great wrath, 
disclosed his identity and in spite of the 
police’s apo'ngies, insisted that the proposed 
search should be completed. He then left 
Ostend in a high dudgeon, swearing never to 
return.

DIES APTER KNIFING ROBBER 


George L. Seeberger Is Killed in 
Fight at His Store. 


WOUNDED FUGITIVE CAUGHT. 


Residents in Vicinity Excited by a Sec- 
ond Attempted Holdup. 


George L. Seeberger, a dry goods merchant 
at 5850 State street, died at the Washington 
Park hospital last evening as the result of 
bullet, wounds he received in a fight early in 
the morning with two robbers who entered 
his store. Seeberger was shot there times, 
two bullets entering his head. 

The attempted robbery was one of the 
boldest in months. It was followed late in 
the afternoon by another attempted holdup 
and shooting affair in the same neighbor- 
hood, and the storekeepers and residents 
are in terror. Squads of detectives have beep 
sent into the district from the central detail 
to hunt down the band of criminals who have 
centered operations in that locality. _ 

Of the men responsible for Seeberger’s 
murder one has been arrested. He was caught 
by a mob a few blocks from the scene of his 
crime. He had been stabbed in the neck by 
Seeberger during the fight that preceded 
the shooting. 

He gave the name of James Murphy and 
admitted to Lieut. O’Brien of the Englewood 
station at night that he and his companion 
had entered Seeberger’s store for the pur- 
pose of robbery and that he had knocked 
Seeberger down with a “billy’’ and had 
shot him. The other man, said to be Charlie 
Magill, is supposed to have fled to South 
Chicago, and the police expect to Capture 
him soon. 


Shot After He Resisted. 


The two robbers entered Seeberger’s store 
a few minutes after 7 o'clock. One of the 
men walked up to the merchant and asked to 
see a pair of overalls. When Seeberger went 
behind the counter the second man jumped 
over it and felled the merchant by a blow on 
the head with a billy.” 

As Seeberger fell the two men made a dash 
for the cash drawer and tried to openit. The 
drawer resisted and while they were strug- 
gling with it Seeberger regained his feet. 
He pulled a small knife from his pocket and 
made a lunge at thein with the blade. He 
stabbed one of the men in the neck. 

Then the shooting began. Both men had 
revolvers and when Seeberger was found he 
had two bullet holes in his head and one in hig 
hip. 

At Bay in Clump of Bushes. 

When the merchant fell for the second time 
the robbers ran out on the street and started 

away. Murphy was covered with blood from 
the wound in the neck he received from See- 
berger’s knife and the sight soon attracted 
a crowd, which gave chase as far as West 
Sixty-third and La Salle streets, where the 
fugitive ran into a clump of bushes and 
stood at bay with a revolver in his hand. The 
man supposed to be Magiil had escaped in 
another direction. The crowd, which num- 
dered several hundred by this time, hesi- 
tated to attack the armed robber, but Reagin 
and Rogers made a detour to the rear of the 
bushes and surprised Murphy into surrender. 
He was turned over to the Englewood police 
and sweated into giving some information 
about his companion. 

Lieut. O’Brien is trying to connect Murphy 
with the murder of William McGinnis, a 
saloonkeeper at State street and Peck court, 
two years ago. 

Seeberger resided at 3138 State street. He 
left a wife and two daughters, Elsie and 
Mary. 


Butcher Routs Robbers. 

The second attempted holdup was at 4 
o’clock in the afternoon in a butcher shop at 
5602 Carpenter street. The proprietor, Thom- 
as Ryan, was in the rear of his store when 
two men entered the front door and walked 
toward him. 

„How much are pork chops?” one of them 
asked. 

“ Thirteen cents,” said Ryan. 

** Give us two pounds,“ said the robber. 

Ryan walked to his refrigerator and bent 
over to get the meat. He held a large cleaver 
in his hand. As he leaned over he watched 
the men. He was suspicious of them all the 
time, he said. As he saw them pull out their 
revolvers he threw the big cleaver at their 
heads, but it missed and went through the 
window. The robbers ran out the door and 
exchanged shots with the butcher, but they 
escaped. 


NEWSPAPER MAN DROPS DEAD. 


John Lane, Political Reporter for the 
Inter Ocean, Expires Suddenly 
While on His Vacation. 


John J. Lane, political reporter for the Chi- 
cago Inter Ocean, died suddenly at Ramona 
Park, a suburb of St. Louis, yesterday. It is 
believed heat caused his death. He was visit- 
ing the park with relatives and during the 
afternoon rowed on the lake. He left the 
boat and sat under a tree for a few minutes 
te cool off. Suddenly he fell forward dead. 

Mr. Lane was spending a two weeks’ vaca- 
tion in St. Loius, where he was visiting his 
mother-in-law, Mrs. Glenn. He was 52 years 
old and had been in newspaper work as a po- 
litical writer since 1890, when he began on the 
Chicago Evening Post. He had been con- 
nected with the Inter Ocean for ten years. 

When he went away he apparently was in 
good health. He had a wide acquaintance 
among politicians and enjoyed their confi- 
dence. He formerly lived in St. Louis. A 
widow and four children survive him.

AND PARTY PEACE 


Republican Committee Adopts 
the One as Issue, Thus 
Assuring Other. 


CAMPAIGN TO BE LIVELY. 


Organization Til? into 
October. 


Peace on earth and good will to men, in 
fast colors and warranted not to run for 
thirty-seven days at least, now is doubly 
guaranteed in Chicago republican politics. 
Outside of Cook county the politiclans may 
rage and utter vain things, but within the 
precincts of the political zone of quiet there 
will be peace. ) 

By making the Chicago charter a party 
issue the republican executive committee has 
taken action equivalent to decorating the 
city with palm leaves and oliVe branches. 

Gov. Deneen will come to Chicago and tell 
the voters why he thinks the charter its a 
good act and why he thinks it should be 
adopted. Roy O. West, Charles Vall, and 
John R. Thompson will work hand in glove 
With Fred M. Blount, John J. Hanberg, and 
William Lorimer. 

A campaign almost always soldifies the 
republican organization. Frequently it dis- 
rupts the democratic, but it is habitual with 
the republicans to forget their partisan differ- 
ences in an effort to elect their ticket. There 
have been some ‘exceptions, but the general 
rule is for harmony during a campaign. 


Just Like Ticket Cam@aign. 

The charter campaign is to be conducted 
just as if there were tickets in the field. It 
is regarded as of as much importance to the 
party as the average city election. With the 
charter put in effect the republican city ad- 
ministration will be able to make a showing 
in the way of improvements and public bet- 
terments which will mark it as the most prog- 
ressive administration in the recent history 
of the city. 

It means a great deal to the republicans to 
give Mayor Busse the credit of directing these 
improvements. The opposition to the charter 
is formidable enough to make it necessary 
for the republicans to work in harmony if 
they are to feel assured of success. 

If the charter campaign were linked up 
with a factional fight over the governship in 
Chicago its chances of success would be di- 
minished considerably. In its political as- 
pects the act will operate to the disadvantage 
of the governor. It not only divides the ter- 
ritory into new wards, in which the state ad- 


ministration will not be so strong as it is in 


the present wards, but it takes patronage 
away from the governor and gives it to the 
mayor. 


For this reason, if the governship fight had 


deen started in Chicago the Deneen republic- 


ans more than likely would have worked to 
defeat the act. They might not have been 
bold enough to do it publicly, but it would 
have been no more than human nature for 
them to oppose a law which took from them 
some strength in a fight made against them 
by the republicans whom the charter would 
benefit. 

By holding the organization back and 
withholding indorsement of any 3 
against Deneen, the followers of the governor 
in Chicago have been pacified. 


Peace May Last Till October. 

‘There is no certainty that the state of peace 
and good will now prevailing in the organi- 
zaticn will last any great period beyond the 
eherter election. It prohably will be stretched 
into October at least to await the Supreme 
court, decision on the primary law, but even 
if it does go bust” the advantage of the 
temporary alliance will be with the governor. 

He has the advantage of having helped to 
give the city something that the republicans 
of Chicago wanted. It will add to the value 
of his argument that the republicans, having 
secured possession of the entire political field, 
would make a sorry show starting a fight 
among themselves just for the sake of work- 
ing off personal feelings. 

Success in cafrying the charter through 

would, show still further the political justifi- 
cation of keeping the organization intact. 
At least it will make it a little more difficult 
to split the party suddenly. 
Although the primaries are not until the 
last Saturday in April, an opposition to the 
governor will not have any such length of 
time to create itself. If candidates down 
the state were bold enough to jump in re- 
gardiess of what the organization in Chicago 
will de the delay in Cook county would not 
d. of so much importance. In this city 
Mayor Busse and his friends could organize 
an eleventh hour opposition to the governor, 
but it can’t be done outside of Cook. 

If candidates outside of Chicago wait until 
the Chicago organization acts there are not 
likely to be many in the running early 
enough. 

Thus far Speaker Edward D. Shurtleff is 
the only down state man in the field, and he 
has framed his campaign in such a way that, 
while he may popularize himself outside of 
Chicego, he is blocking all chance of secur- 
ing Cook county delegates by his Chicago 
restriction issue.

Shippers’ and Receivers’ association. Mem- 
bers of that body have all received letters 
from the headquarters, asking if they will 
do their part in the coming campaign, and 
several have replied and declared themselves 
willing to act. i 


county attorneys in different counties of the 
state for violation of the commodity rate law 
against the highest railroad officials in the 
different counties. Under that law, each 
official found guilty of refusing to adopt the 
rates provided is liable to imprisonment in 
the county jail for not more than ninety days 
with out the option of a fine. Indictment is 
not necessary. 


High Road Officials Hit. 

The railroads are bound by Judge Lochren’s 
restraining order not to obey the commodity 
rate law. They will bring this up aga defense 
in the state courts, and there the question of 
conflicting jurisdiction will arise, 
Complaints will be filed in several counties 
by members of the association, and some 
shippers not In the association are expected 
to act.

Wisconsin Central Is Fined.

Married Another Woman. 


Miss Eleda M. C. Anderson, 1659 North 
Clark street, has brought a breach of prom- 
ise suit for $2,500 damages against Charles

TRACTION ORDER 
BEING DRAWN UP. 


Judge Grosscup to Announce 
It Tomorrow and Lines to 
Be Transferred. 


FEW TROUBLES ARE LEFT 


Slight Change Made in Plan as 
Concession to North and 
West Chicago. 


The important troubles of the Union Trac- 
tion reorganization were smoothed out yes- 
terday. There were some recalcitrant inter- 
ests still holding a place on the ironing board 
which left creases in the tablecloth, but they 
were all in the borders and corners, and the 
prediction is that when the cloth is spread 
none of the guests willisee the creases. 

The form of the order of the United States 
federal court turning over possession of the 
Union Traction properties to the Chicago 
Railways company was agreed on and the 
attorneys were instructed to draw it up. 
Judge Grosscup will read copy on it today 
and announce it tomorrow morning. 

It was also determined that the plan for 
dividing the securities of the Railways com- 
pany among the various interests should 
stand as it was announced by Arbitrators 
Grosscup and Gray last Thursday, except 
that the North and West Chicago street rail- 
way stockholders should get an added $2,008, - 
— of a new kind of “participation cer- 
tificate.’”’ 


Goes to Convince Trust Companies. 

With this final decision of the arbitrators 
in his pocket Attorney George W. Wicker- 
sham for the Chicago Railways company 
took the Pennsylvania limited for New York 
late in the afternoon. His mission there is 
to talk to the eastern trust companies who 
hold bonds of the Union Traction properties 
and explain to them fully the situation and 
the plain fact that if they do not take what 
is offered them they are not likely to get 
anything. A number of learned general 
counsel for these financial institutions, with 
old ideas of law in their heads, have not yet 
thoroughly awakened to the fact that the 
Chicago Union Traction situation is a new 
one and has to be treated accordingly. 

It was not thought by either Judge Gross- 
cup or Mr. Wickersham yesterday, however, 
there would be any serious trouble on this 
score. 

The main objector yesterday was Attorney 
Henry Crawford, who represents what Judge 
Grosscup called in his opinion, an unim- 
portant interest.’’ 

New Series of Certificates. 

The change in the plan of reorganization 
was to create a new series of ‘‘ participation 
certiflcates, entitled to dividends after 
dividends have been earned for the certifi- 
cates given in exchange for the stock of the 
West Division, North Chicago City, West and 
North Chicago Street, and Chicago Passen- 
ger companies. They will go ahead of the 
certificates allowed in exchange for Union 
Traction preferred.and common stock, They 
are divided as follows: 

To North Chicago street railway company§$ 960,960 


To West Chicago street railway company. 1,088,040

EGAN AGAIN WINS 


WESTERN TITLE. 


For Fourth Time Exmoor Golf 
Star Captures Champion- 
ship of Home Section. 


BEATS HERBERT JONES. 


Finals of Battle Played at Chica- 
go Club, Deciding Score Be- 
ing 5 Up, 4 to Play.

H. Chandler Egan of the Exmoor Cauntry 
club today won the ninth annual champion- 
ship of the Western Golf association, defeat- 
ing Herbert F. Jones of the Wheaton Golf 
club in the thirty-six hole final at the Chi- 
cago club by 5 up, 4 to play. 

As ls sometimes the case in championship 
golf matches, the play was nothing remark- 
able. Egan held his man safe all the way. 
He was 8 up at the end of the morning play 
and aleo had the same margin at the twenty- 
seventh hole. After this point had been 
passed Jones won a hole, then Egan captured 
three in a row and halved the next, giving 
him the match and the championship. 


Egan’s Fourth Success. 

It was Egan's fourth success out of five at- 
tempts, his only failure being in 1905, when 
he was beaten by his cousin, Walter Egan, 
in thirty-seven holes at Cleveland. The 
George R. Thorne trophy, emblematic of the 
western championship, will repose for an- 
other year at the Exmoor club, the members 
of which are seriously considering the erec- 
tion of a permanest pedestal for it. 

Egan did not compete at Glen Echo last 
year and after D. E. Sawyer had won the 
title down there he modestly remarked “ the 
real champion is in Chicago.“ His estimate 


of Egan’s ability was correct. 


Jones Plays Well. 

Jones’ feat of climbing through a fairly 
strong field into the finals was remarkable, 
considering he practically was out of the 
game for four years. In the early days of 
golf around Wheaton, when he was a little 
““nipper’’ in knickerbockers, he sometimes 
toted clubs for the big men of those days and 
there imbibed the correct form.

CAMP LOGAN IN SEPTEMBER. 


Second Annual Event of the Illinois 
Rifle Association Will Last for Four 
Days. 


The second annual shoot of the Illinois Rifle 
association will be held at Camp Logan 
range Sept. 12, 13, 14, and 15, with thirty- 
three events on the program. The big event 
of the meet, the Citizens’ trophy match, will 
be contested on the first day. The trophy is 
valued at $1,500 and the event is open to teams 
of ten men and two alternates from any regi- 
ment of infantry, cavalry, artillery bat- 
talion, signal corps, naval reserve, and state 
university of the state of Illinois.

Ten Miles in Still Water Toa 
Much for the Eighteen 
Contestants. 


THREE ARE DELIRIOUS. 


E. P. Swatek of Illinois A. C. 
Makes Best Showing, but Is 
Raving ‘When Stopped. 


Ten miles of still water swimming in fresh 
water proved too much for,Chicago swim- 
mers to accomplish even under favorabie 
conditions yesterday. and not one of the 
eighteen ambitious starters was able to cover 
half the distance of the Marathon swim 
mapped out for them by the Chicago Ath- 
etic association. 

Three of the men who went farthest were 
delirious when they were taken from the 
water, and a fourth wes far enough out of 
his head to talk about swimming back. 

Yesterday’s race proved beyond question 
that ten miles of still water swimming ap- 
parently is impossible for the best of water 
dogs, and local promoters of aquatic sports 
have learned the existence of a great cif- 
ference between ten miles in a river current 
or strong tide and the stil waters of Lake 
Michigan. 

To E. P. Swatek of the Illincis A. C. belongs 
the credit of making the best record, with 
R. C. Thompson, the Midway. theological 
professor, second; S. Jensen, Illinois A. C., 
third; and A. Jaeger, Illinois A. C., fourth, 
Swatek had gone three miles south and two 
and a half miles east when he was taken 
from the water, raving uninteligibly. The 
physician’s record showed 93 temperature 
and 51 pulse. Swatek was entirely out of 
his mind and physically at the point of com- 
plete exhaustion. He was attempting to 
swim under water when reached by two 
swimmers who went in after him. Thomp- 
son made the mistake of hugging the shore 
line, but he reached Forty-third street before 
he gave up the flight. 


Jaeger and Jensen in Bad Shape. 

Anton Jaeger was in aimost as bad shape 
as his teammate. Jaeger also was delirious 
ané his temperature had dropped to 94, the 
attending physician stating that congestion 
of the heart would have been the result of 
longer stay in the water. Jensen, although 
ati}l swimming strongly, gave up at the same 
point, as he did not want to go it alone. 

The starting gun was fired at 1 o’clock 
sharp. and four men went away, dividing 
int> pairs, the Chiville brothers of Central 
Y. M. C. A. leading Watts and Sullivan of 
the C. A. A. At1:05 Keane took the water, 
anc ten minutes later six unattached ewim- 
mers started off on the long grind. At 1:20 
Laughlin and Loehde, C. A. A., and Jensen 
and Jaeger, Illinois A. C., got the signal. At 
twerty-five minutes to 2 Swatek and Galdzik 
were allowed to take up the chase. The 
swimmers went in pairs all the way, and 
when one man gave up he uswally was fol- 
lewed by his companion. 

At Twelfth street there was little change 
in the order, the Chiville brothers far in 
frort, with Keane in third place, having 
peszed Watts and Sullivan, C. A. A. limit 
men, early in the race. Laughlin, using by 
turn every stroke known to swimming, led 
the fifteen minute equad seventy-five yards. 
Thompson, on his hack, had a big margin 
between him and the nearest of the twenty 
minute phalanx. 


Sullivan First to Quit. 


Sullivan of the C. A. was the first to give 
up, cimbing out before he had covered three. 
quarers of a mile. Keane followed suit when 
he reached Fifteenth street. A Uttle later 
Watts, Hinckley, Dow, and Theborn were 
taken from the water between Sixteenth and 
Eighteenth streets. Laughlin, C. A. A., 
crawled out at Twenty-sixth street, and at . 
Twenty-seventh street Loehde, his team- 
mate, quit close to the point where the Chi- 
vilke brothers stopped, twelve minutes be- 
fore. Larson of Central Y. M. C. A. went 
quarter of a mile farther, which Gaidzik, 
C. A. A., bettered a quarter, sti 1 500 yards 
back of Jaeg e, I. A. C., who, preceded by 
Jensen, covered a little less than three miles, 

R. C. Thompson, the University of Chi- 
cago professor, reached Forty-first street be- 
fore he was willing to give up his brilliant 
attempt after being in the water longer than 
any other competitor except Remus, who 
showed a record of three and three-quarter 
miles. 

Remus Is Delirious and Sings. 

Remus reached Twenty-sixth street, being 
immersed five hours and twenty minutes.

They need not necessarily be bad women. 
There was one club in the old twelve club 
National league which, for two years, was 
knocked out of all. chance of winning 
merely becauge the wife of one of the 
players was an inveterate gossip. She 
knew everything that went on in the club, 
and retailed it until she had half the 
players up in arms against each other. 

One of the best managers in the country 
today frowns upon all women, and his 
players, under his direction, forbid their 
wives to mention.the subject of baseball to 
each other. The result is that there is 
the best of feeling in the club. Almost 
every member of the team is married, 
their wives meet socially at all times—and 
baseball is tabooed by common consent.

I know a catcher, one of the toughest, 
herdiest fellows in the business, who 
nearly was ruined as a catcher by the 
women of the club. He was so strong 
and tough that you couldn't have dented 
him with an ax, but one day he split his 
band a little bit. He thought nothing of 
it, and was ready to catch the next day 
when the women got to pitying him, and 
feeling. sorry for him, and telling hun 
he ought to take good care of it. When he 
left the grounds he had tied up the injured 
place with a rag and was all right. By 
the next morning he was ready to go to a 
hospital—and he did lay off for two weeks, 
all because the women made a martyr of 
him.

One of the hardest things to explain in 
the game was the failure of Anson's club 
to win in 1897. In July of that year, figur-

Racing did more to wreck Hanlon's 
championship Brooklyn team then any 
other thing. The Washington park 
grounds are so close to the Brighton and 
Sheepshead tracks that the players could 
see two or three races an afternoon and 
then reach the park before time to prao- 
tice, as the games are called late in Brook- 
lyn. Eventually baseball was forgotten, 
and the conversation in the clubhouse 
dwelt only on horse racing.

They 
talked horse racing even on the field, and 
had the telegraph operators throwing out 
messages telling what horse had won. 

Gambling, in several forms, broke up the 
New York ball club under the Freedman 
régime. There always was a crap game 
or a poker game in the clubhouse, and the 
stakes were so high that bitter feeling was 
engendered. 

The old Washington club under the Wag- 
ners was another example of the effects of 
gambling. The Chicago team the second 
year under Tom Burns was wrecked’ by 
this same sort of deal, the manager setting 
it a bad example in that respect. Burns 
also was charged by the Pittsburg owners 
with ruining their club, when he Wasa man- 
ager, by permitting and encouraging 
gambling.

One of the oddest of unexpected happen- 
ings in baseball was the downfall of the 
St. Louts champions after winning three 
pennants. The team was beaten out of 
the fourth by a gift of three ice cold water- 
melons during a jump from St. Louls to 
Columbus, just at the close of the season. 
An admirer presented the club with the 
melons as it passed through a small town 
m Illinois, and the result was the Illness 
‘of several star players during the crucial 
series. 

The charge of “doping” the drinking 
water to make visiting players sick several 
times has been made, but the evidence 
never has been forthcoming. 

But the hardest luck was that which be- 
fell a Lake Providence, La., team in a 
small league down in Louisiana a few 
years ago. The team was walking away 
with the pennant when it was quarantined 
on account of, yellow fever and forfeited 
enough games to lose the pennant. After 
n got out of quarantine it broke up the 
league by trying to play in towns which 
feared yellow fever. Just who won the 
pennant no one knows even now.

Too Big for Great Trotter. 


The sire of Miss Densmore was a big horse, 
at least seventeen hands high; too large, in 
fact, to be a high class trotter, although he 
had a rare turn of speed and was extra good 
gaited, but her dam was a race nag of re- 
nown on the western circuit. The second 
dam of Miss Densmore was by Star of the 
West, a good trotter, and a great sire for 
his chances. The filly herself took a 2 year 
old record of 2:28, and as she is in the hands 
of Ed Benyon, who has won more than one 
colt stake of consequence, there need be no 
fear of her not coming to the post ready for 
the battle. 

That the grand circult can-now and then 
furnish a race which would be no credit to 
a county fair was shown last Wednesday at 
Buffalo, when the 2:07 trot was pulled off. 
The starters were Gail Hamilton, 2:06%; Kid 
Shea, 2:07%; and Turley, 2:07%. From that 
sort of a field something swift was looked 
for, but it did not so befall. Kid Shea, once 
a trotter of some pretensions, now appears 
to have an insatiable appetite for distance 
flags. Last year he started at Windsor, and 
after coming last in a field of four the first 
heat. he finished back of the banner in the 
second mile. Then he went in turn to Cleve- 
land, Buffalo, and Poughkeepsie, starting at 
each place, but in no instance did he miss get- 
ting shut out the first heat. 


Disappears at the Word. 


Up to the present time he hes thie season 
preserved the same uniformity of action. 
At Buffalo he disappeared as soon as the 
starter said ‘‘ Go!" leaving Turley and Gail 
Hamilton to fight it out. The mare won the 
opening heat in 2:00. after which old Turley 
was triumphant in the ice wagon time of 
2:14.

Jimmy Britt. His grillers say he used bad 
judgment and, therefore, is accountable for 
his protegé’s defeat. Nothing, however, was 
said of bad matchmaking until after the Dane 
was punched off his pedestal. Had he de- 
feated James Edward, the manager would 
have been hailed as the cleverest individual 
in the game pugilis But such is fate in 
all wglks of life, when @ man is down, put 
the doots to him. 

The Dane's overseer won the dislike of all 
fairminded sporting men when he became 
prominently known in the game, and that 
without a struggle.

Nelson attributes one cause of his victory 
over Britt at Colma to a week's growth af 
beard, the bristles being brought into play 
to rasp Britt's chest and shoulders, and he 
boasted of the abrasions made by his scien- 
tific working of eaid bristies. For his fight 
at Goldfield with Gane he says he soaked his 
hair in alkali water which made it like pig 
bristles and excellent for rasping while but- 
ting. Is it possible he overlooked these, to 
him, scientific principles of the art of self- 
defense in his battle with Britt? 

His recent defeat lost him a snug fortune, 
as a victory would have netted him at least 
an even split of a $35,000 or $40,000 purse with 
Gans and a long theatrical engagement at 
no less than $1,000 a week. Bat was a crack- 
erjack fighter and as game a boy as ever 
crawléd through the ropes. He made hay 
while the sun shone and stacked it for future 
use :

On Friday night at Los Angeles Champion 
Joe Gans and Jimmy Burns (George Memsic) 
are scheduled to battle twenty rounds, but 
from late advises from the coast the battle 
will be postponed. Burns for several days 
has been reported as being a sick man and 
has asked for a postponement. Gans, how- 
ever, according to reports has not been dis- 
posed to grant it and there has been some talk 
of his claiming Burns’ forfeit. 

On top of this comes the report that if 
Gans really does claim the forfeit the Burns 
party, including Tommy, who is looking after 
the interests of Jimmy, will not stand for ft. 
Tommy Burns says that if Gans makes any 
attempt to take the forfeit on the day of the 
battle he will have his protege in the ring 
to fight in order to save it. That is the way 
things stand at present, but it looks doubtful 
if the fight will come off. 

According to the arrangement of the match 
Gans is to receive $8,000 of Tom McCarey’s 
$10,000 purse, win, lose, or draw. Thig looks 
like bulling the purse and „ fair 
to Burns, but as the latter has stated he 
was willing to take the short end of the money 
for the opportunity to test his fighting abili- 
ties against the champion it is his own fu- 
neral. 

There, however, appears to be a hoodoo ”’ 
on all fighters reaching out for the big end 
of the money regardless of the result. Fitz- 
simmons demanded it, and got it, the first 
time he fought Jim Jeffries, and was knocked 
out in the eleventh round. Nelson got the 
long end of the purse at Goldfield and lost, 
and he corralled the big end of the money 
in his recent fight,with Britt. . 

It, however, does not necessarily follow 
that Gans would go down to defeat before 
Burns should they meet, as he seems to out- 
class him so far it almost is imposible to 
conceive him as other than a winner. Joe 
is considered the best fighter of his weight 
this country has produced in years, and the 
same was said of Fitzsimmons before he 
succumbed to Jeff.

In Burns the champion will find a boy who 
has been coming to the front with such rapid 
strides it behooves him not to hold him too 
cheaply. He is shy on reputation simply 
because he has not had the opportunities to 
get to the front as had Nelson and Britt. He 
repeatedly has challenged Jimmy and Bat 
to battle for a large side bet, but they did 
not banker for his game. He is much clev- 
erer than Nelson, and undoubtedly a harder 
hitter than Britt, still not as classy as Gana. 
The latter should win and should be a 2 to 1 
favorite. 


“Jimmy Britt’s defeat of Batling Nelson 
brought him in line for a fight with Gans for 
a juicy purse.

New Yorker Urges New Method 
to Protect School Children. 


Women Delegates Give Views on Theory 
of Love at First Sight.

LONDON, Aug. 10—Dr. J. T. Cronin of 
New York created a sensation this week at 
the international congress of school hygiene, 
now in session at the Imperial institute, by 
urging the necessity for free dental and med- 
ical treatment for school children. Dr. Cro- 
nin said this would be far cheaper for the 
state In the long run and save many children 
from vagrancy and crime. 

“Truancy is regarded as the first step 
toward criminality and degeneracy," said 
Dr. Cronin, “ yet a physical examination of 
the inmates of truant schools has shown that 
95 per cent were suffering from defects suf- 
ficient to retard their progress in school. 
When the worst physical defects were reme- 
died the truants developed normal mental and 
moral powers, and often became good stu- 
dents, 

“An examination of the inmates of Bleck- 
well's island showed that 70 per cent hed 
defects of the nose, eyes, or throat; they had 
been truants, and were considered incorrigi- 
ble. Many of the insane on Randall's island 
had the same defects and a similar record. 
These creatures are not responsibie for their 
condition. Prisons, asylums, and poor- 
houses are necessary because the state is 
neglectful of its children.“ 

The sentiment seemed - to prevail at the 
congress that Dr. Cronin was far ahead of 
his time. 


Tilt on Dancing and Athletics. 

Dr. Luther H. Gulick’s repert on the way 
dancing is taught in the New York public 
schools as a part of the physical training of 
girls also aroused much comment. His con- 
tention that girls were unsuited for other 
forms of organized athletics was sharply dis- 
puted by the women delegates from Sweden 
and Germany. 

Apropos of athletics, Dr. Tait McKenzie, 
the physical director of the University of 
Pennsylvania, another delegate to the con- 
gress, says he found nothing in England to 
compare with the gymnasium work in the 
universities of the United States. 

“This fault lies in the university organi- 
gation in England.“ said Dr. McKenzie. for 
while they take an enormous interest in ath- 
leties, generally nothing is done to devel- 
op backward students, as in America. No 
interest is taken in the student individually, 
unless he is already physically netabie.”’ 

A further American flavor was added to 
the congress by J. Pierpont Morgan's invita- 
tion to the delegates to visit his art collection 
in his west end mansion, The invitation was 
accepted as the unique treasures comprising 
the collection are seldom seen by others than 
Mr. Morgan’s personal friends.

PARIS, Aug. 10.—Edmond Rostand, the 
author of Cyrano de Bergerac,“ is suffering 
from a strange intellectual malady, and it is 
improbable that he will ever complete an- 
other work. ‘“ Chanticleer,” the play on 
which he has been engaged for five years, he 
has rewritten repeatedly, but each time the 
poet became more and more dissatisfied with 
his work and finally tore the manuscript into 
shreds. 

This occurred in the course of a visit by M. 
Coquelin to M. Rostand’s beautiful home at 
Cambo, in the Pyrenees. M. Rostand read 
the play to Coquelin, who was delighted and 
praised it highly, and it was agreed that when 
Coquelin returned to Paris the next day he 
should take the manuscript with him. 


Tears Manuscript Up. 

When the morning came M. Rostand calm- 
ly announced that what he had written was 
all rubbish and he showed Coquelin the play 
reduced to small fragments. 

A few weeks ago M. Rostand telegraphed 


to M. Coquelin asking him to come imme- | 


diately. He took the first train to Cambo and 
was cordially received by M. Rostand, who 
read long extracts from the latest version 
of “Chanticleer,” and again promised to 
hand it over, but, as before, he changed his 
mind and announced that the work was un- 
worthy of his reputation and would have te 
be rewritten. 


Can’t Satisfy Himself. 

The poet’s friends have tried all sorts of 
ruses to persuade him to produce the vert- 
table masterpiece, but he still persista that 
he is aiming at perfection, fails to satisfy 
himself, destroys every scrap ef manuscript 
and abstains entirely from work for months. 

This chronic indecision is simply another 
form of the abnormal cerebral conditions 
which showed themselves soon after the com- 
pletion of Cyrano de Bergerac.”

RESULT OF HEAT MADNESS. 


Britis Alienist Tells of Violence That 
Lurks in Summer’s Smile.

LONDON, Aug. 10.—To judge by some ca- 
bled reports appearing in the English papers, 
one might assume that the whole of New 
York had been for the greater part of the 
week at, th mercy of frenzied mobs thirsting 
for blood. The reports have lost nothing in 
transmission to this side, and doubtless many 
placid Englishmen on reading them have 
lifted up their hands and thanked God that 
their lot was not cast in such a place as New 
York, where the screaming rage of crazed 
mobs was only prevented from “ tearing 
men to pieces by policemen’s revolvers. 

That there has been something in the na- 
ture of an epidemic of crimes of violence not 
only in New York but also in European cities 
is a fact to which attention has been called in 
several quarters. 


Midsummer Madness Brings Crime. 

In connection with this an interesting chat 
was had with Dr. Forbes Winslow, the emi- 
nent alenist, who holds the theory that in 
some respects crime is a midsummer mad- 
ness. Dr. Winslow's ideas, which in some 
ways are similar to those of several other 
students, may be outlined as follows: 

“Violent crimes of all kinds are twice 
as frequent when the weather ie hot. The 
maximum number of suicides is committed 
in the months of Juneand July, the minimum 
in October and November. 

„ have found that there is but a hair's 
breadth of difference between suicidal and 
homicidal mania,’’ he said. 

When a man is afflicted with suicidal 
manta, ie a toss up whether he kills him- 
self or some one else. 


Believes Assailants Irresponsible. 

„ The same applies to the peculiar crimes 
committed in New York. Such crimes are 
unquestionably due to the hot weather. 
Furthermore, I do not believe that the men 
who commit them are responsible. A man 
enly commits such crimes through the reflex 
action of some hereditary teint. He may 
live irreproachably during normal weather 
conditions, but, under the action ofa hot, 
humié climate, the hereditary taint is ag- 
gravated and he is driven to crime.

England, Germany, Austria 
and Italy—that is to say, the other great 
powers who had takenepart in the treaty 
or Berlin—found themselves unable to recog- 
nine officially the prince as ruler of Bulgaria, 
owing to the attitude of Russia, since they 
were obliged by the treaty to refrain from 
acknowledging any prince whose election had 
not received the sanction of all, On similar 
grounds the sultan was unable, in his capac- 
tt as suzerain, to confirm erdinand as vas- 
en! prince of Bulgaria, and as governor gen- 
eral of the autonomous province of eastern 
Roumetlia. 


Trades on Son’s Religion. 


This, of course, meant that Ferdinand was 
virtually boyeotted by all the foreign courts 
and that he could be received nowhere in 
Europe with royal honors as ruler of Bul- 
garia. After the death of Alexander III. 
Ferdinand inaugurated a series of negctia- 
tions with Russia for the purpose of inducing 
her to relent towards him. His efforts cul- 
minated in his humbling himself in the most 
abject manner to the present czar in his con- 
eession of a number of extravagant demands 
on the part of the St. Petersburg government, 
and last, but not least, in his conversion of 
his uttle 2 year old son and heir, the Crown 
Prince Boris, from the Romen Catholic 
church, in which he had been christened, to 
the Orthodox Greek rite, of which the czar 
is the consecrated chief. Only after he had 
gone to these lengths did the Russian gov-· 
ernment grant, in 1896, its consent to the 
election of Ferdinand to the Bulgarian 
throne, which enabied the other signatory 
powers of the treaty of Berlin to recognize 
him and the sultan to confirm him in his 
honors. 

Ferdinand's transfer of the little crown 
prince from the Roman Catholic to the Or- 
thodox Greek church excited the deepest re- 
sentment among the Roman Catholics 
throughout the world. He was charged by 
them with having sacrificed the salvation of 
his child for selfish political purposes and to 
his vainglorious eagerness of being received 
at foreign courts with the honors due to'a 
reigning prince. 

Leo XIII. excommunicated him, his wife, 
a most devout Catholic, left him, and the 
emperor of Austria, who had befriended him 
from his earliest youth and in all his troubles, 
closed his doors against him, although 
prompted by political considerations to re- 
train from placing any obstacle in the way 
of his recognition. The late pope eventually 
persuaded Princess Ferdinand to ret@rn to 
her husband for the sake of her other chil- 
dren, and in consideration thereof dimin- 
ished the rigors of excommunication against 
her husband, though he remains barred from 
the sacraments. She did not, however, long 
survive, and died a couple of years after- 
wards, thoroughly heartbroken, whereupon 
a lawauit ensued between her father, Prince 
Robert of Bourbon, ex-duke of Parma, and 
her husband.with reference to the income 
which had been assured to her at the time 
of her marriage and which the duke declined 
to pay any longer, on the ground that Ferdi- 
nand had been guilty of a gross breach of 
faith, invalidating the marriage contract. 


Denounced by Father-in-Law. 

It seems that when Ferdinand led the 
Princess Marie Louise of Bourbon Parma to 
the altar he had pledged himself, both in 
writing and in the most solemn manner ver- 
bally, that his children should be brought up 
in the Roman Catholic faith, to which both 
he and his wife belonged, and under the cir- 


cumstances the duke of Parma did not hesi- 


tate to publicly D his son-ig-law as 
a man devoid of honor in causing the con- 
version of the little crown prince to the 
Orthodox Greek rite. 

Time softens many ntments, and when 
Prince Ferdinand lost his mother, old Prin- 
cess Clementine of Saxe-Coburg, last winter 
and visited the Austrian capital in order to 
attend her funeral, Francis Joseph, who had 
been very fond of her and whose admiration 
had been excited by the unfailing courage 
with which she had devoted the last twenty 
years of her life to the cause of her youngest 
and favorite son and of his Bulgarian enter- 
prise, relented and received the prince at the 
Hofburg.

Ottawa, Caneda, Aug. 10.-~[Special.)—The 
Laurier party organization throughout Que- 
bec is up in arme against the Bourassa-Lar 
vergne agitation, which threatens the dis- 
integration of the existing régime in the 
province. Bourasa and Lavergne claim to be 
champions of French-Canadian liberal prin- 
ciples, and, professing personal admiration 
for Sir Wilfrid, attack his administration for 
allowing corrupt practices and failure to 
protect French-Canadian interests in regard 
to imperial relations, the British preference, 
and other matters. They have in some way 
or other secured sufficient backing to turn 
their weekly publication, Le Nationaliste, 
into a daily paper, and propose to publish 
the first issue early in the fall. With regard 
to the mother country, a bird’s-eye view of 
Mr. Bourassa's position may be gathered 
from a printed statement issued’ by himygin 
1902. He described Great Britain as having 
‘‘undertaken more responsibilities than she 
is able to stand, and, being in sore need of 
soldierg and sailors to prop the fabric raised 
by her own frantic ambition, . . . turning 
in distress to her colonies."" He denounced 
politicians of all shades for running after 
the prize of ‘ loyalty,’ ”’ and as an illustra- 
tion of the example supplied by famous 
Canadian party leaders of the kind of loy- 
alty they ‘believe in quoted Mr. Laurier, 
before he received his title, as saying, in 
1891: I prefer the American dollar to the 
British shilling.“ The double game of 
loyalty for what it will bring, he said, ** can- 
not last.“ Here in Canada it must finally 
bring {ll feeling and serious clash between 
the two races.“ And he concludes; “ Were 
I the disloyal Anglephobist that I am now 


A few more years of this 
drifting, and racial feuds will develop that 
will drag us by the most painful but the 
surest ways towards annexation to the 
United States.“ 

All Bourassa's public utterances sabe he is 
ambitious of becoming a second Mercier.

Murder Through Ignorance. 

In the case of the Indian chief and medicine 
man in the Keewatin district taken to Nor- 
way House for murdering a squaw of their 
tribe supposed to be poseessed by an evil 
spirit, or Wendigo, it appears the prisoners 
were appointed by a meeting of the band to 
which they belonged to put an end to the un- 
happy victim of savage superstition. The 
woman was sick and afterwards became de- 
lirious, and the Indian belief is that when this 
happens the Wendigo has entered the amiet- 
ed person, and if the latter afterwards dies 
a natural death, the evil spirit escapes to the 
woods and the game takes fright and disap- 
pears and famine results. The report received 
by the Indian department states that the 
band assembled according to established 
usage, and the high honor of cheking the 
squaw to death in order that the spirit might 
remain imprisoned in the corpse was accord- 
ed to the chief and medicine man. The two 
executioners, therefore, placed a piece of 
banvas around the squaw’s neck, with a 
noosed rope, and tightening the rope, the rav- 
ings of the poor demented creature. Were 
stopped and the band was satisfied that the 
evil spirit remained safely imprisoned and 
that the game in the woods would not dis- 
appear. News of the affaircoming to the 
knowledge of the police, the chief and his 


protesting that what had been done was the 
custom of their fathers, and they did not 
know it was wrong, and asking for leniency. 


Beef Monopoly in Maniteba. 

Strong evidence has been given before the 
commission engaged in the investigation of 
the alleged beef combine in Manitoba of large 
rallway rebates on heavy consignments in 
carloads to the east.

THE CITY’S MILK SUPPLY, 
In every statement of the deaths in a 


of infant mortality is always notable. Yet 


mortality is. A writer in the Atlantic 
Monthly for August prefaces a discussion 
of “The City and Its Milk Supply with 
the declaration that of one thousand 
children born, the fifth year will find more 
than a fourth of the whole number blotted 
out. In Boston and Washington more 
than 250, in New York more than 275 
His sur- 
prise is natural that ‘people will permit 
this state of affairs to continue when it 
might be materially altered by closer 
supervision of the milk supply, milk form- 
ing the predominant article of food for 
these children. 

In the treatment of the general theme 
the difficulties connected with the milk 
supply of the gverage city are clearly 
recognized, The distance of the dairy 
farm, the time element in the transfer, the 
chance of infection in transit, the tend- 
ency of the dealer to adulterate the 
product, the lack of cleanliness on farm, 
in depot, in delivery wagon are all taken 
into account. Some of the sources of 
danger to health are described in sen- 
tences which carry conviction. Making 
every possible allowance, the reader is sat- 
isfied that the milk supply of the ordinary 
city is a serious question when it is con- 
sidered along with the startling infant 
mortality already mentioned. 

That the conditions may be vastly im- 
proved is shown by citations from re 
ports of experimentation in a number of 
places. The relative advantages and dis- 
advantages of sterilization and pasteuriza- 
tion are described in easily understood 
words, the latter process being preferred 
to the former as less injurious to the milk. 
Neither of the processes is counted per- 
fect. The special experiments of other 
sort have yielded some satisfactory re- 
sults, but only under unusual conditions 
and at considerable outlay of money. 

There are certain things which may We 
done if the people demand them. Every 
dairy farmer may be made to submit to 
inspection of his plant. Where conditions 
are not satisfactory the license to sell 
‘milk may be canceled. Every such dealer 
may be forced to safeguard the trans- 
mission of the milk from.the’ farm to 
the house door. In this regulation the 
prime essential is cleanliness. lépali- 
ness is far better for the exclusion of 
bacteria than is their destruction by heat 
through sterilization or pasteurization. 
To secure cleanliness means constant in- 
spection. It will cost money. It will 
mean an increased price of milk to the 
consumer. 

But against thig added cost is put the 
possibility of reducing the mortality 
among infants. The contest for pure 


ditions for adults is put in striking con- 
trast with the general apathy about the 
milk supply, which plays so great a part 
in the food of children. The facts about 
the death rate among infants are patent. 
People are beginning to connect this 
ee more and more with impure 
milk. 


HALF HOURS. WIZH BEST HUSBANDS. 

The suggestion recently made that 
women adopt an arbitrary system of s»- 
cial intercourse with their husbands and 
set aside a certain proportion of the day 
for this purpose has met with various 
forms of criticism, according to the expe- 
rience of the critic. On the whole, it may 
be said that it is with husbands as it is 
with authors. Half hours with the best 
authors are frequently unsatisfying, be- 
cause if the author is to one’s taste a 
half hour is all too short a tinie to spend 
with him, while if he prove unsuitable a 
moment spent in communion with him is 
tedious. 

Generally speaking, any. arbitrary 
form of human intercourse is unsatisfy- 
ing. Women who have regular days “ at 
home bave been known to confess that 
2 day sometimes becomes a burden, and! th 


| aside certain hours each day for the p 1 
sal of uplifting books have failed at 
times to feel the uplift.

THE UNITED SOCIETIES, 

The spokesmen for the United Societies 
say the charter should be beaten because 
it threatens the Sunday closing of saloons, 
Ask them where they get that extraordi- 
nary idea and they say the charter article 
relating to the powers of the council 
reads: “The legislative power of the city 
council shall be subject to all existing 
laws of the state not rendered inoperative 
by this charter.” 

When they are asked where the threat 
of Sunday closing lurks in the language 
quoted, they say that among the “ exist- 
ing laws is the section of the criminal 
code which makes it an offense to sell 
liquor on Sunday. That has been the 
law since the state was organized, but 
it has been a dead letter in Chicago for 
a gencration. 

How would the situation be changed 
by the adoptioh of a charter. which says 
specifically that the legislative power of 
the council, shall be subject to existing 
laws? The legislative power has been 
subject to those laws ever since the city 
was incorporated. Nobody has ever.seri- 
ously attempted to dispute the proposi- 
tion that the state outranks the city. . 

If the charter were to be defeated Chi- 
cago would be just as much subject— 
technically—to the existing and unen- 
forced Sunday closing law as it would be 
if the charter were ratified. In either 
case everything would depend on popular 
sentiment. If adverse to Sunday closing 
the saloons would net be closed. 

The United Societies people, not con- 
tent with the fact that the Sunday clos- 
ing law was a nullity, asked the general 
assembly to repeal it as far as regards 
Chicago. It was an impossible demand. 
There cannot be a criminal law covering 
only a part of the state. If the United 
Societies had got their law the Supreme 
court would have made short work of it. 

Not having got it they are sore, and 
wish to visit.their wrath on an unoffend- 
ing charter. They are trying to persuade 
the men who like a glass of beer on Sun- 
day that the charter may deprive them of 
it. That is midsummer madness. 


PRONOUNCING “ILLINOIS.” \ 

In certain séctions of the country remote 
from this commonwealth there is some 
agitation concerning the proper pronuncis- 
tion of Illinois.“ Various newspapers 
have discussed the matter gravely in their 
columns, and the impression seems to 
have gone abroad that in Illinois itSelf tha 
topic is of vital and permanent interest. 
The people of Illinois bave been repre- 
sented as sitting up late at night arguing 
the question of “ Illinoy,” “ Dlinoise,” or 
IIlinwah,“ and threatening to submit the 
matter to Springfield for legislative ac- 
tion. All of which would be interesting if 
true, 

The sober facts in the case are that by 
common consent of peoplé living in this 
commonwealth the general principle laid 
down. by Sam Weller has been adopted, 
and everything depends on“ the taste and 
fancy of the speller.” There are those 
who say Illinoy and those who say IIII- 
noise, and the Century dictionary ab- 
solves them all. Undoubtedly the pronun- 
ciation [llinoy is most frequently in evi- 
dence. However, should a citizen say 
IIunoise he would not be debarred from 
voting, put out of church, ridden out of 
town, or told to move over into Missouri, 
where fresh trouble would await him. 
So far as our information goes there have 
been no town meetings to discuss the mat- 
ter and no notable crimes have, resulted 
from mad passions excited by the warmth 
of debate for and against. There is not 
the slightest intention of bringing the 
question before the legislature, for, what- 
ever the legislature might decree in the 
case, the idea of individual right would 
appeal to the masses, and every man 
would go right along pronouncing as he 
acquired the habit long before he began 
to pay taxes. 

Much. time has been spent by wise men 
and others of the east in debating whether 
Illinois should be prenounced with the 
“oy” sound and Chicago with the broad 
“a.” Perhaps these discussions add to 
the spread of general intelligence, and pos- 
sibly they take place where they are the 
most needed. Here tbey have not been 
permitted to disturb the most beautiful 
tranquillity. When a stranger arrives de 
is not asked whether be comes from Noo 
Yawk or New Yor-rk; if he bas the mak- 
| ings of a good citizen all previous errors 
and misfortunes are forgiven and forgot- 
ten. He is generously allowed to “oy” 
or “ oise”’ at his own sweet will, and no- 
body quarrels with his pronunciation of 
Chicago as long as he votes wisely on 
great public questions and manifests a 
disposition to live up to the most exalted 
traditions of citizenship. The same large 
liberty is granted to the inquiring stranger 
who comes to Illinois at Joliet, where he 
may be Joly or Jolly, as his fancy die- 
tates.

ELEVATING A PROFESSION. 

Will the higher and better thought of 
the commonwealth of Massachusetts 
warmly applaud the action of Secretary 
Knowles of the New England Fair asso- 
ciation of Worcester? Mr. Knowles has 
said positively that Boston's erstwhile 
pride, John L. Sullivan, cannot appear at 
the fair in September. “Sullivan,” says 
Mr. Knowles, with rebuking scorn, “ may 
have been a great fighter, but he never 
did anything to elevate the profession. 
We want some one who has done more 
to elevate the profession.” 

As this is purely a local question, a 
well defined Massachusetts question, it 
may be argued only abstractly by outsid- 
ers. The desire to help the state of Mas- 
sachusetts in its perplexity is at once 
warm and insistent. But of those emil- 
nent members of the pugilistic fraternity 
whose names immediately come to mind it 
may be said that there is none who ap- 
pears to have distinctly elevated the pro- 
fession. Perhaps Mr. Sullivan ap- 
proached as closely as anybody. In the 
glorious days when single handed and 
alone he defended Boston from the harbor 
to the Charles and from Dorchester to the 
Mystic against the invasion of foreign 
pugilism, he was true to his trust. It 
was his. duty not to erevate but to lay 
low, not to raise up but to. smite. For

Perhaps Mr. Knowles has 
inside information, carefully veiled by the 
mysterious references to professional ele- 
vation. Possibly while all the world wor- 
ships a winner Massachusetts may not 
be loyal to a loser. Perchance Mr. Sulli- 
van failed to. elevate the profession when 
he permitted the championship to escape

THE MANILA DEATH RATE. 

The death rate for the first quarier of 
the year in Manila with its mixed and 
peculiar population was 28.48 per thou- 
sand. That is a singularly low rate for 
a tropical oriental city. It is so low solely 
because of American occupation. The 
sanitary officers followed the soldiers to 
the Philippines as they did .to Cuba. 
After the soldiers got through with the 
organized and ‘unorganized . Filipino forces 
the medical men began Weir war on filth 
and disease. 

They have made Marila a reasonably 
healthful. city. The anti-imperialists may 
not think that amounts to much, but the 
men who carry on the commerce of the 
world are of a different opinion, There 
has not been a case of the plague in the 
Philippines for more than a year. Cholera 
has almost disappeared, and smallpox, 
which was a constant and murderous vis- 
itor, soon will be vaccinated out of exist- 
ence, 

The Spaniard in his prime was a great 
conqueror. But he accepted epidemics 
as divine dispensations and made no at- 
tempt to fight them, except with prayers. 
In the East and West Indies and on the 
Isthmus of Panama the American has 
had to clean up after him—to build sew- 
ers and waterworks which should have 
been built centuries before. 

It is doubtful whether the beneficiaries 
of the American passion for sanitation 
are extraordinarily grateful. It can safe- 
ly be assumed that the Filipinos are not, 
As they are of a low. order of intellect, it 
is probable that they would rather have 
what they eall independence—which 
would be bloody anarchy—plus smallpox 
and cholera, than American government. 

If they were allowed to have their way 
the Manila death rate would be doubled 
and trebled. If America were to evacu- 


* 


interest in Cuban affairs, yellow fever 
would reoccupy Panama and Havana. 
The United States gives something be- 
sides peace to the tropical cities that fall 
under its control. It gives them a low 
death rate. That is an altruistic phase 
of the situation which the anti-imperialist 
seorns to consider. 


ART AT RAILWAY STATIONS. 


Surely there is a suggestion for Chicago 
in the announcement that Denmark is 
seeking to promote local art interests and 
cultivate the esthetic sense by displaying 
in the railway stations reproductions of 
the work of Danish artists. Only a few 
weeks ago the artistic instincts of Chi- 
cago citizenship were fired by the intelli- 
gence that various paintings of recognized 
merit were to be exhibited in the smaller 
parks, carried from one to the other, that 
the populace might be instructed. and 
learn to discriminate between good, bad, 
and indifferent. 

Creditable as many of the railway sta- 
tions are to the country and to Chicago, | 
they may be said to be deficient in the 
higher esthetic manifestation which 
should be the pride of a cultured commn- 
nity. To the average traveler, emigrant 
or commuter, there is little that is either 
soul filling or mind satisfying in the wait- 
ingroom of the railway station. The 
walls are singularly bare and uninviting, 
save for a few fiyblowo maps and racks 
of time tables, always excepting the par- 
tieular time table one is seeking. To the 
stranger in the city the hours drag 
wearily. He is glued to his seat, fearing 
to venture into the street, where he may 
fall in front of a trolley car of lose his 
money and his tickets in the uncertain 
whirl of metropolitan life. It is then that 
a display of Chicagé art would engross 
his enraptured attention. Artists, art, 
scenes, all possibly hitherto unknown to 
him, would spread out in an amazing 
panorama. A new world of rapturous 
delight would be presented, a ravishing 
spectacle of dazzling color would stand 
revealed, 

The commuter, speeding to the 5:43 or 
the 6:09, or arriving blithely on the 7:56 
or the 8:27, would pause in the waiting 


glory in these evidences of local art prog- 


of the works of great masters. Perhaps 
his patriotism would induce him not 
merely to satisfy his own esthetic long- 
ings but to point out in detail to the 
gaping stranger the particular objects of 
artistic adoration. And the gaping 
stranger, shrinking from the horrible .rogr, 
of busy streets; would wander about as 
in a dream, lost in amazement at the 
wealth of Chicago art only a few feet 
removed from the tremendous flood of 
Chicago commerce. 

This is a suggestion that may be well 
followed. in Chicago as in Denmark. If 
there is anything notably rotten in Den- 
mark it may be assumed that it will not 
be exhibited at the railway station The 
same caution will apply to Chicago. Only 
the best will be tolerated that which re- 
flects the truly artistic ideals and the 
highest plane of Chicago artistic en- 
deavor. This will Be attended to by the 
municipal art league, working conscien- 
tiously as ever for public education and 
popular enlightenment. . Chicago art will 
boom, Chicago artists will be in a frenzy 
of high human endeavor. .

RUSSELS’ recent diplomatic - cause 

. eélébre, in which the son of the Chil- 

ean envoy, young Carlos Waddington, 

was tried for shooting down and kill- 

ing the betrayer of his sister, an at- 

taché of his father’s mission, named Balme- 
ceda, nephew of the former dictator of Chile, 
is about to have an aftermath. It may be re- 
membered that during the trial, which result- 
ed in the aequittal of the murderer, a number 
_of love letters, written by the girl, were read 
‘tn court by the public prosecutor, fof the 
purpose of demonstrating that young Balme- 
ceda, instead of being the Don Juan responsi- 
ble for the ruin of a young and innocent girl, 


was, on the contrary, the victim of a schem 


ing and unprincipled ternptress, who, after 
finding herself compromised by numerous in- 
trigues, was anxious to entrap a wealthy 
youth, possessed of a name famous through- 
out Chile, into a marriage, from which he 
sought to escape when he learned of her ante- 
cedents. The reading of these letters ex- 
cited the utmost indignation against the pub- 
lic prosecutor, who was fiercely denounced 
by the counsel for the defense, by all present 
in court, and by the press, popular sympathy 
being all with the — 


The public W and the Belgian 
authorities now propose to give over all these 
love letters of Mile. Waddington to the Bal- 
meceda family, on the ground that after 
having been duly received by the murdered 
man they became his property, and, there- 
fore, now belong tg his father and mother, 
who are his heirs, e Balmecedas make no 
secret whatsoever of their intention of pub- 


4 Wishing these letters in extenso, in the form 


of a pamphlet. and in the newspapers on both 
sides of the Atlantic, for the purpose of vin- 
dicating their murdered boy, and of demon- 
strating that not only was he perfectly justi- 
fied as an honorable man in refusing to marry 
Mile. Waddington, but that, moreover, he 
had been throughout the entire intrigue the 
victim of an unscrupulous woman, rather 
than the tempter. 

The Waddingtons, dreading the effect of 
any further publicity, have brought suit 
against the public prosecutor at Brussels to 
prevent him from surrendering the letters in 
question to the Balmecedas, and against the 
latter to stop them from publishing the cor- 
respondence in the event of it getting into 
their possession. The question bids fair to be 
fought out with all the bitterness and populer 
excitement that has marked the other phases 
of this diplomatic scandal, and it looks as if 
the public is about to be treated afresh to all 
the unsavory details of a drama which be- 
longs rather to South America tha to the 
more temperate and civilized zones of Europe 
and North America. 

I suppose it is hardly necessary to add here 
that the Waddingtone no longer belong to the 
diplomatic service of Chile. They propose to 
make their home from henceforth in England, 
where the former envoy has succeeded in se- 
curing lucrative employment in business, 
and where he and his family will from hence- 
forth make their home. Of course, their re- 
turn to Chile under the present circumstances 
is quite out of the question. The Balmeced@s 
are much too powerfui there, and it is a 
question whether their lives would not be in 
danger.

Young Lord Gort, who has just attained 
his majority, is the owner of East Cowes 
castle, familiar to every American visitor on 


the Isle of Wight, presenting as it does a 


most attractive picture viewed from the 
Solent, rising with its battlemented walls in 
the midst ofa richly wooded domain. In spite 
of its medieval appearance, which is en- 
hanced by theivy that coversits walls, it was 
built only about 100 years ago by the well 
known architect, Nash, the protégé of ‘the 
prince regent, and the designer of the newer 
portions of Windsor castle and Buckingham 
palace, as a residence for himself. The Lord 
Gort of his day was 80 delighted with the 
piaco that he engaged Nash to builda 
replica of it for him on his property on the 
banks of Lough Cooter, at an expense of 
nearly $500,000, and by a strange turn in the 
wheels of fortune the castle on Lough Cooter 
has long since passed out of the possession of 
the Lords Gort, while Nash's own castle at 
Cowes has become their principal home. 

Lord Gort is the head of.the houses of Pren- 
dergast and of Vereker. The former was 
founded by Maurice, lord of Prendergast, in 
Pembrokeshire, who was one of the principal 
Norman knights associated with Strongbow, 
earl of Pembroke, in the invasion of Ireland; 
and eventually became more Irish than the 


‘Irish, giving up his castle of Prendergast in 


Wales to the Knights of St. John of Jerusa- 
lem, and contenting himself with his estates 
in the Emerald isle. His son was one of the 
signatories of magna charta, and his grand- 
son, Gerald de Prendergast, founded the ab- 
bey of Enniscorthy. The Prendergasts were 
despoiled of their estates by Oliver Cromwell, 
on the occasion of his invasion of Ireland, and 
the male line’ became extinct through the 
death of Sir Thomag Prendergast, postmas- 
ter general of Ireland in the eighteenth cen- 
tury. He was succeeded by his sister’s eldest 
son, John, who became the first Viscount 
Gort, and, dying childless, was succeeded in 
his honors and in his estates by the son of 
his own sister, who had married Thomas 
Vereker. 

> 

This nephew of his, Charles Vereker, who 
assumed the name and arms of Prendergast, 
in addition to his own, drove the French out 
of Ireland in 1798. Gen. Humbert and his 
French troops had landed in Mayo, had 
routed the nee at Castlebar, and were on 
their way inland, when the second Lord Gort, 
who was then merely Col. Charles Vereker, 
at the head of a small detachment of only 300 
men, blocked his way, and gave battle to him 
at Coloony. Gen. Humbert was led by the 
audacity of Col. Vereker’s attack to believe 
that the main body of the British army was 
at hand, and, acting on this erroneous belief, 
inaugurated a retreat, which resulted in 
flight and disaster. In fact, thanks to this, 
all danger of a French conquest of Ireland 
was at an end. Vereker, who had been badly 
weunded just before the close of the en- 


gagement, received the thanks of the Irish 


parliament, and authority from the crown to 
adopt the name Colooney as his family 
motto, in commemoration of his victory: 

The Verekers, let me add, hail from The 
Netherlands, and the founder of the Irish 
branch of the line was one of those Flemish 
gentlemen of birth who took service under 
Charles I. against Cromwell, were sorely used 
by the latter, and who on the restofation re- 
ceived grants of land in Ireland from Charles 
II. in recognition of their devotion to the 
cause of his father.

The present Lord Gort may be said to come 
from sporting stock, especially through his 
mother, for the widowed Lady Gort is a 
daughter of Robert 8 Surtees, the fa- 
mous sportsman and author of the immortal

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HE dramatic art is the poorest of all arts. It 
passes through too many hands to be able to 
retain its rea] value, It reaches the public, 
after it has been trampled upon and cut. to 
pieces, in a faded condition and stripped of its 
beauty. 

The author who bas pored over his owa 
sheets of paper knows his play in his own 
particular way; the manager who receives it 
looks at it with a different eye, the stage man- 
ager gives his opinion, and the actor considers 
it according to his own temperament and 
means, while the public who welcome it stare 
at it with a fifth eye! To this number add 
another dozen or more of accessory actors, 

Poor anthor! How could he expect to remain master of such an effort 
when so many collaborators are bound to upset the harmony? 

The best interpreted author is the one who abandons himself to 
the hands of his interpreters—of course, if they are talented. If they 
are artists they will employ the best means of utilizing his can- 
vas. They will, perhaps, find out certain effects which, the author

must have developed under different climatic conditions. Perhaps he 
eat under the palm trees growing on the banks of the Thames, but 
though the palm trees have left us their fruit, man, if he was there, 
left nothing to speak of His harmless ‘sojoiirg.

cept a phenomenally small baby in a canoe shaped cradle, The floor 
was spread with handsome furs, and its aspect neither was untidy 
nor comfortless, I reflected that this was how the cave dweller ar- 
ranged his safe retreat.

The comedian’s role in the drama is far superior te that of the 
dramatist. The comedian relies upon himself for success: he can do 
without the dramatist; he utilizes with ease his own forces for tragedy 
or comedy; if he has any talent he will use it wherever he thinks fit, 
and vary it whenever necessary. As Scaramouche before Mollere, he 
will, without the help of others, reveal his true power, whether comical 
or tragic. There always have been from tinie immemorial certain 
“ grimaciers” of genius who could act without the text of others! 
The day the comedian refuses to interpret his work the dramatist 
simply will starve. He will find himself faced with the alternative of 
interpreting his own plays, like Shakspeare or Moliére. l 

The day perhaps will come when “ improvisation,” spontaneous 
and immediate, will replace modern drama, which is studied and re- 
peated, which makes us weep automatically and laugh a hundred times 
over, every night at the same hour! Routine! Routine! 

Why not create a new art, where the actors will enter the arena 
and the public suggest to them certain actions to simulate, certain 
characters to create, ask them to give a dozen different impersonations?

It was on 
one of those sultry, humid days; and the 
monotony of office work and the confine- 
ment in a small room had settled on my tired 
nerves. I felt disagreeable, out of sorts, and 
discontented, and said to myself, as prob- 
ably many a girl and woman has said before, 
O, why must I work!” 

It was 12 o'clock, and with a sigh of relief 
I left my desk and hastened to a lunchroom. 
After partaking of a light luncheon, eaten 
without relish or appetite, I intended to walk 
along the aisles of the department stores. 
But on the way I met a friend, who asked 
me to accompany her to the Art institute.

Good Clothes Pay Large Dividends. 

I think my sister wage earners will agree 
that the number of “richly dressed work- 
ing girls " seen by the doctor at the free dis- 
pensary is—relatively speaking—extremely 
small, hence his observations and conclu- 
sions are of like dimensions. 

I earnestly believe it is a working girl's 
right and duty to herself to dress as well.as 
her means will allow and her work permit. 
There is nothing which pays such large d:v!i- 
dends in comfort and self-respect as good 
clothes. You feel better, do better, and act 
better when conscious of being well dressed. 
Are you blue? Make a fresh toilet and don 
your best gown and note the change in your 
spirits. Shabhy clothes have just as power- 
ful an influence to depress, so it is.a part 
of wisdom to dress well. 

There may be many unthinking girls who 
spend all their savings upon showy dress, 
but the majority of working girls dependent 
upon their own efforts for a living are no- 
ticeably absent from gewgaw counters and 
bargain sales and are trained by necessity 
to spend their money economically so that 
it may do much more than dress them well. 

In the circulation department of a great 
newspaper seventy-five girls were employed, 
three-fourths of whom were paying board, 
dressing well, taking special courses of 
study, sending younger sister or brother to 
business college, or putting money in the 
savings bank. 

Wise spending is a great art; and the wage 
earner is: the first to acquire it. It is said 
that girls engaged in housework spend the 
most money on dress of any of the workers. 
If this be true, it is to their everlasting 
credit, for among them are found girls with 
the largest bank accounts, while a great army 
of them have sent hundreds of dollars tothe 
‘old folks across the water. 

That there are many girls who cannot, 
even with most strenuous toil in factory or 
sweatshop, buy any good clothes shows the 
serious and pitiful side to existing conditions.

Pin Money Girl Not Typical. 

I do not believe the typical girl of today 
works for pin money "’—money with which 
to bedeck herself in gay clothes. A doctor 
and a girl in a doctor’s office were quoted in 
Tue SUNDAY TRIBUNE of July 21, as believing 
this to be the case. The doctor formed his 
judgment by observing the girls who go toa 
dispensary for free medicine. Now, outside 
of those whose dire necessity takes them 
there, wouldn't it be just that class of per- 
sons who spend their money, or keep It, self - 
ishly, and hope to get something for nothing, 
that would be seen at a dispensary? And his 
conclusion—is it just? The giri in the doctor’s 
office might have better opportunities for ob- 
serving different kinds of women, still I be- 
lieve her opinion to be unfair to the majority. 

Stenographers, teachers, shop girls, girls 
who do clerical work, telephone girls, and 
girls who work in a large mail order house 
are included in my acquaintance. By far the 


greater number are working to live; most of 
them help others or relieve another of a too 
great burden. Those of the higher salaries 
have been able to do much. One has helped 
a brother through college, has traveled much 
and studied and enjoyed the arts which have 
made her a woman ot true culture. She al- 
ways is well dressed, but clothes have been 
one of the minor things in her life, else the 
other attainments had not been possible. Two 
stenographers, sisters, have bought a home, 
helped all the family, and have money saved 
and invested for the future. Both are girls 
of an eager interest in all that tends to the 
development of fine character. Another girl 
takes care of her mother; another helps to 
care for her mother and a niece, while yet 
another relieves a father whose anxieties 
have been many. I think of two girls who 
have incomes sufficient for food and clothing 
and shelter, but they work, partly for the 
work's sake, mostly that they may travel, en- 
joy the theater and fine music, and have 
books and pictures. 

Also in these days many girls are able to 
make most of their clothes, perhaps hats, and 
clothes that to other eyes, especially mascu- 
line ones, might seem expensive are the result 
of a girl's industry and ingenuity and cost 
but little in money. 

Granting that there may be many who work 
just for gay clothes; doesn't this desire indi- 
cate a strong instinct for beauty? Is it not 
a positive force, blind and untaught, but still 
an active force that could be led, that even- 
tually, with the evolution of woman, will be 
led into higher channels of expression?

He found that customers were slow in 
coming, and attributed this to the fact that 
his acquaintance had dwindled down almost 
to nothing in the years which he was in the 
country.

Garment workers are not as strongly organ- 
ized as are members of other large and im- 
portant trades. Wages vary, not according 
to work, but according to the conditions of 
the workingman. If he is independent and 
has no large family to support, he will get 
better wages, because he will stand up for 
his rights, and if he is not paid what he is 
worth, he will quit. On the other hand, a 
father of a large family will be underpaid be- 
cause the boss knows that he cannot help 
himself. 

Ot course one finds men in the clothing 
shops who make $35 to AO a week in season.’

Jobber needs is the desk room and pickup

_ Wagons, are not generally owned by the job- 


bing house whose name they bear, but by 
some teaming company, and the teaming is 
Gone by contract. 4 

If the manufacturer wishes to sell a job- 
ber an article, the jobber will say, “ create 
@ demand and we will give you an order.” 
The manufacturer then is expected to adver- 


ties the article throughout the country, stat- 


ing that the goods are for sale by the jobber, 


‘and inserting the jobber’s name instead of 
‘his own in the advertisement. The manufac- 


turer also is expected to furnish circulara, 
filustrating and describing the particular 


article, and the size and style of the circulars - 


are to be in accordance with the jobber’s 
views. It is necessary also to supply the 
jobber with electrotypes of the goods under 
consideration for use in catalogues. Conse- 
quently the manufacturer to a certain ex- 
tent is the brains and capital of the jobber. 
8 
How Jobber Buys Goods. 

After the demand has been created the Job- 
Ler is ready to talk business—in other words, 
de is about to place his order with the manu- 
tacturer. When the latter, or his representa- 
tive, calls on the jobber, in response to a re- 
Quest, the buyer will ask the price of the 
article in ten gross lots or over. After con- 
siderable quibbling about the price he then 
will say that he must have time to think it 
over, and the manufacturer is requested to 
all again on à certain day of perhaps the 
Week following. 

The manufacturer, or his representative, 
Waits for the day appointed for seeing the 
‘Jobber again, but he finds Mr. Jobber out,“ 
and not likely toreturn until late in the after- 
Boon.

In a day or two the 
wagon calle again with an order for perhaps 
a few dozen. A short time afterward the 
manufacturer receives an order by mall to 
ship a half gross to Mr. So and So, out of the 
city, and bill to be sent to the jobber, An- 
other expense to the manufacturer in we 
way of a packing case and cartage to depot.

Two Miles for 7 Cent Ordes, 

What do you think of writing an order for 
7 cents’ worth of goods and sending the 
pickup wagon from one to two miles efter 
same? If the entire bill of 7 cents was profit 
it would hot pay for the axle grease used 
on the wagon. But this te one of the many 
ways in which the jobber does business, It 
also is one of the reasons why the meau- 
facturer ig selling direct to the retail trade, 
thus passing over the jobber. 

Some years ago Mr. A., an acquaintance

Munufacturer Up Against It. 

One day a buyer for Blank & Co. rushed 
into the office of Mr. A, and stated that te 
wished to purchase fifty gross of the article 
mentioned above, dut did not propose to 
pay $0.50 per gross for the same, and that 
unless Mr. A. agreed to fill the order at the 
rate of $8.60 per gross he would write a let- 
ter to all of their salesmen, twenty-six in 
number, not to handle or offer for sale any 
of Mr. A.“ s goods. This was a serious prep- 
osition for the manufacturer. Howevar, 
$0.50 was the best price that Mr. A: c 
make, and if Blank & Co. wanted the pone 
at that price, well and good. The twenty- 
six letters were mailed to the traveling men 
advising them not to sell any more of Mr. 
A.'s goods, and in consequence Mr. A. lost 
about $3,000 worth of business a year.

S the story of Jesus based on a Baby- 
lonian hero? 


Is all Christendom, and is all Juda- 


ism before it, founded upon a Baby- 
lonian poem, the epic of Gilgamesh, the 
national hero of Babylonia, and ante- 
ype of Christ? 

This is the claim of the pan-ortental 
school of bible study headed by Prof. Jensen of 
Strassburg, Germany, and his massive researches on 
the “Gilgamesh Epic in World Literature.” The culmi- 
nation of Prof. Jensen's work comes in demonstrations 
that the bulk of the old Babylonian epic reappears 


‘not only in the leading personages of the Old Testa- 


ment—in Noah, in Abraham, in Joseph, and Moses—but 
also in the New Testament characters, and that in art 
Gilgamesh is the Babylonian antetype of Christ him- 
self, and Ea-bani is John the Baptist. 

Prof. Jensen argues.that culture, civilization, and 
religious evolution in Israel were not the beginning 
of these things in western Asia, but represent only 
one type and stage of this civilization that proceeded 
from Babylonia centuries earlier. In this way he 
brings the Old Testament and all the bible into closer 
relations than ever with the religions of the ancient 
east. id the entire oriental world, as Hugo Wink- 
ler of the University, of Berlin was the first to indi- 
cate, at one time practically accepted but a single 
type of religious ideas—namely, the astrological and 
mythological religion of Babylon. The chief feature 
of this religion was its emphasis upon the courses 
of the sun, moon, and stars in their influence upon 
the life of nations and of individuals. 


* 
Christian and Heathen Parallels. 

Pastor Paul Fiebig of Leipsig, another orientalist 
of the fatherland, has found a number of events in 
the life of Jesus which point to Babylonian influence: 
‘The miraculous birth of Jesus from a virgin. Isis, 
the mother of Horus, is called a sacred virgin. Many 


ancient Babylonian kings claim to have been born of; 


virgin mothers, naming the goddess Istar as their 
mother. This is why a virgin is found among the 
signs of the Zodiac, and why the constellation of 
the virgin appears on the eastern point of the hori- 
zon at the winter soletices at midnight, the twenty- 
fifth ef December. The birthday of Jesus is certain- 
ly connected with an astronomical fact. : 

The twelfth chapter of Revelations has a wealth 
of mythological data which can be clearly traced and 
transferred to the person of Jesus. The whole Chris- 
tian narrative has remarkable parallels in Babylonian 
literature, including the massacre of the children and 
the story of the three wise men, and the promise of 
an abundance of blessings in connection with the 
coming of the Redeemer King. 

The healing miracles of Jesus can be paralleled 
to a phenomenal degree in Babylonian literature, 
more particularly in the accounts of the sun god of the 
Babylonians. 

The mocking of Christ before his death has a 
parallel in a peculiar rite of the Saccian festival dur- 
ing which the god of the year is mocked in the sem- 
blance of a slave. The two thieves have their coun- 
terparts who constantly deride the king of the year. 

The resurrection of Jesus after three days recalls 
the great resurrection festival of. the Babylonians 
in Nisou, which was celebrated at the same time hs 
the death of Jesus. The period of three days, the 
resurrection of Jesus, the celebration of the Lord's 
day, the eclipse of the sun at the death of Jesus, the 
appearance of the angels, and circumstances pertain- 
ing to the resurrection, even Jesus’ description of 
himself as the Son of Man, all can be traced to 
Babylon. 

All these latter day discoveries which weld the 
bible. with other sacred scripts and Christianity: and 
Judaism with the other religions takes not an iota 
from them, but adds much to them; laying their foun- 
dations in farther away ages than men had dreamed: 
disseminating them literally the world over; indica- 
ting that revelation has been made to each man, to 
each country, to each eae according to their capacity. 

* 
Strange Life Sai of Gilgamesh. 

The remarkable Gilgamesh epic which Prof. Jen- 
sen is studying begins with Gilgamesh, as the king of 
Erech, compelling the people to build him a palace. 
Dr. A. H. Sayce of the University of Edinburgh has 
told the story to the moderns. The gods heard the 
cry of the people of Erech and the goddess Anuru 
was instructed to create a rival to Gilgamesh. She 


kneaded clay with her hands and formed a half man 
and half beast, Ea-bani. His body was covered with

Gilgamesh dreams a dream of the heavens thun- 
dering, of the lightnings flashing, of the earth shak- 
ing, of disaster to himself and his friend. The dream 
is fulfilled. Istar saw and loved Gilgamesh and be- 
sought him to be her bridegroom. But she is spurned 
and asks of her father Anu in heaven for vengeance 
upon Gilgamesh. A heavenly sleet is created which 
ravaged the country and menaced the life of Gilga- 
mesh. In the contest Ea-bani dies in pain and Gil- 
gamesh becomes inconsolable and is smitten with a 
grievous sickness. ‘

Goes Across the River of Death. 

He visits Xisuthros, who dwelt. beyond the river 
of death, whether he had been translated without 
dying. The road was long and difficult, untrod by 
mortal man. At the entrance to the mountainous 
passes of Moshu he meets a pair of awesome scor- 
pions. They know him to be partly divine and allow 
him to pass. 

On the shore of the ocean Siduri sat upon the 
throne of the sea and she allowed him to pass because 
of his divine nature. For a month and fifteen days 
he sailed the seas, then entered the waters of death 
and beholds Xisuthros “afar off” at the mouth of 
the rivers.” He asks Xisuthros how and why he had 
escaped the universal law of death. 

And Xisuthros answers with the Babylonian story 
of the deluge which George Smith discovered in 1872, 
striking and startling in similarity to the story of the 
fiood in Genesis. The deluge in both cases was a 
punishment for sin, and Xisuthros, like Noah, was 
saved for his piety. A boat was built and all sorts of 
provisions stored in it, together with “the seed of 
life,” -“ cattle of the field, wild beasts of the field, and 
the sons of craftemen.” 

Then the helm was placed in the hands of the 
steersman, the door was closed, and the storm broke 
out and raged seven days and seven nights. Xisuthros 
opened his window and saw only a desolate waste of 
water, for man and his works were swept away. 
The lofty peak of the mountain Nizir appeared in 
the northeast; here the ship grounded. 

Kisuthros sent forth a dove, but the dove went 
to and fro and returned.” Then he sent forth a 
swallow, and the swallow returned, and finally a 
raven, which did not return. The Chaldean Noah now 
opened the doors of the ark, let all the animals de- 
part, and offered sacrifice on the summit of the 
mountain. The gods smelt the sweet savor of the 
offering and gathered around rejoicing. 

Gijgamesh falls into a deep sleep after the story 
and in about a week awakes, refreshed and retovered. 
He goes to the shrine of Nergal of the dead and se- 
cures the return of Ea-bani, who tells him all about 
conditions in the lower world. 

Another story illustrates the punishment of human 
presumption, the attempt of man to be a god, and

Yah- 
veh, the lord of hosts, is the moon god, the “printe 
of the gods,” ruler of the starry hosts of heaven. 
By the side of him the stars were but as the sheep 
of a flock in the presence of their shepherd, or as 
the people of a state in the presence of their deified

Babylonian Temple Like That of Solomon. 

The parallels pass into the temple. The Baby- 
lonian temple, like Solomon's, as Prof. Sayce has 
shown, had its two courts, its chambers for the 
priests, its sanctuary, and its holy of holies. Both 
alike were externally mere rectangular boxes, with« 
out architectural beauty or variety of design. They 
agreed even in the details of their furniture. The 
two altars of the Babylonian sanctuary are found 
again in the temple of Jerusalem; so, too, are the 
mercy seat and the table of shew bread. Even the 
bronze sea of Solomon with its twelve oxen is at last 
accounted for; it was modeled after a Babylonian 
original. Yet more striking are the twin pillars that 
flanked the gateway of the upper court, whose re- 
mains have been found.

Dazed by Life in New Country. 

“They are not bad people. They are not the brutes 
which some imagine them to be. They merely are be- 
dazed by the conditions which surround them in a new 
country, which practically remains a sealed book for 
them, as they do not understand the language. The 
minute same of them know a little English they find 
more profitable work and move out of here, leaving the 
others to shift for themselves.” 

Yet this gloom which «hangs over the Pallider family 
is not altogether without a ray of sunshine. This ray 
of sunshine is the University of Chicago's settlement, 
located in the same neighborhood. 

A Jewish grocer, from whom tlie Pallider family 
formerly bought supplies, observed several weeks 
ago that the family had ceased to purchase any- 
thing in his place. He went down to the Pallider home 
to find out the reason why he lost that family as a cus- 
tomer, and was appalled at the sight of poverty and 
helplessness which revealed itself before him. He im- 
mediately reported it to the settlement as “the worst 
case of poverty he ever had seen in his life.” 

The managers of the settlement made an investiga- 
tion, and they, too, found that it was the worst, the 
most helpless case that ever came to their attention. 
A nurse was provided by the settlement. The room 
where the sick man lay was ventilated as much as it 
could be-ventilated with the air from the fertilizer and 
sixty-nine giant chimneys coming from the northeast, 
the suffocating smell from the rendering plant in the 


same direction, and the pestiferous, sour smell which 
comes from the “dump” -leeatéd west, at Forty-fifth 
‘and Robey streets. 
alley next to the window of the sick man intolerable, 
land from which thousands of files were rising dally, 
was filled up by youngsters set to the task by a settle- 
ment worker. 


Most Anvful "Cas of Poverty. 

At the settlement house a kindly woman who was 
busy caring for a number of little children said that 
the Pallider case was one of the most awful samples 
of poverty in Chicago she ever ran across, and expressed 
her fear that this fs only one of a series of harrowing 
cases of.destitution which will appear in the near 
future, 

The government investigation of the stock yards by 
Commissioners Neill and Reynolds has greatly Benefited 
the public. But nothing has been done to improve the 
wages and the condition of the workers. Unskilled 
men still get as low as 12 cents an hour. Girls still 
work for 10 cents and a good many less than 10 cents 
an hour. The men get half an hour for lunch, and in 
summer or winter, rain or shine, eat their lunch wher- 
ever they find a place to sit down. 

“With a life like this naturally goes an amount of 
shiftlessness, with the result that a large number of 
family men average $7.40 a week. To make both ends 
meet boarders and roomers have to be trowded in in 
every available place in a house, poisoning the air of 
the rooms. 

8 * 
Many Cases of Consumption Develop. 

“We have more consumptives here than we do in 
any other part of the city of Chicago. Cases like the one 
you have just visited are in progress by the dozens. 
In this case the poverty and helplessness are more 
glaring because the man is only 81 years old, his wife 
and three little children cannot speak a word of Eng- 
lish, and know no more about American life than if they 
had come over from Poland only yesterday. In the 
other cases the men are a little older and have half 
grown children who manage by their work to cover half 
way the wants of the family. 

“But in this case we do not know what to worry 
about first, the dying man or the helpless wife and 
children who have not enough to purchase a loaf of 
bread, do not know of Chicago anything on the other 
side of the fertilizing mills and rendering plants, and 
do not know enough even of their own Polish lan- 
guage to notify their friends in the old world of their 
misfortune.” 


The Desperate Fight for 


BLAZING furnace, where thousands of 
mén,. women, and children are smoldering, 
and, like the “burning bush,” never are 
consumed, is thé Chicago ghetto on @ hot 
summer hight. 

With not a tree, a blade of grass, or a 
fountain for a space of nearly a. square 
mile, the sidewalks, half rotten wooden 

sidewalks, covered with banana peels, orange shells, and 
here and there a rotten tomato, are the parks and boule- 
vards for tens of thousands of inhabitants of thirty 
different nationalities and tongues. 

The air, a mixture of a thousand fumes and odors 
emanating from the numerous delicatessen stores, fruit 
stands, butcher shops, chicken and geese yards, and 
horse stables, all of which intermingle with the rest- 
dences, as trees and gardens intermingle with houses 
in a well ordered town, is suffocating, smothering. 

But, bad as the thick atmosphere of the ghetto street 
is, it is far better than the reeky air of the house, and, 
as soon as the supper is half done, the entire family 
is on the street. Indeed, some of the younger children 
do not even wait until they are through with their meal, 
but take their plate of soup, meat and all, in one hand, 
a slicé of bread in the other, and eat it on the porch, 
doorstep, or on the bench near the house. 


x * 
Whole Family Moves into Street. 


Young girls of 14, who have been locked up from 
early morning in some sweatshop, in the rear of some 
decomposing tenement house, where the steam, emanat- 
ing from under the burning irons as they are moved 
up and down over the fresh moistened cloth, dries up 
their throats, lips, and nostrils, are next to seek the 
open. Last of all to leave the house are girls from 
the age of 17 up. With them going out on the street 
after supper is an important matter. The ghetto street 
on a summer evening is the greatest of matrimonial 
resorts—a rendezvous for Cupid. It is nearly 8 o'clock 
therefore, before the coy, dark haired ghetto mafden, 
full of winsome smiles, leaves the house. 

A walk on a summer evening through Maxwell street 
—not at all the most congested, but surely the most 
typical of streets in the Chicago ghetto—brings one 
face to face with this terrible hunt for the air of the 


street. The houses above the ground floor, which usual- 
ly is a Business place of some sort, are deserted. There 
ig no light in the windows. The inmates, from the gray, 
tottering grandmother, who still is wearing the wig 
she brought with her from Lithuania a score of years 
ago, to the curly headed kindergarten elf, who is sing- 
ing “The Star Spangled Banner” with a charming 
ghetto inflection, all become mixed in one great hum- 
ming, buzzing hubbub.

Soda Water a Cent a Glass. 


The soda stands, candy, and cigars stores are doing 
a rushing business. For a cent one can get a glass of 
soda water with any flavor one’s heart may desire, and 
the pennies are freely circulated and glass after glass 
of water is emptied. 


But soda water is not the only thing which will 
quench the thirst and cool a heat bedased population. 
Watermelon, ice cold watermelon, @ penny a slice, its 
the family refreshment. A dosen or fifteen of such 
slices usually are sent for by the paterfamilias, espe- 
clally if he happen to have a daughter of marrying age. 
These slicés daintily laid out on a nice platter, are 
passed around by the maiden to the members of the 
family and especially to the visitors or friends who may 
be present. 

As the evening advances many of the older people are 
seen carrying down quilts or pillows from upstairs, and 
upon finding a nook for themselves somewhere on the 
porch, sidewalk, in the hallway, or on the steps of some 
synagogue or public school, lie down to sleep. Children 
nearly prostrate with heat and weakness after a day’s 
play literally fall asleep on the street. Babes lie rest- 
lessly beside their exhausted mothers. 


A little after 10 o'clock the children are gathered in 
and inside of fifteen minutes every one of the young- 
stefs is taken off the streets by his parents, who retire 
in order to be ready the next morning for another day's 
work. 

At 11 o'clock the od men Who took a nap on the 
steps of some synagogue or the schoolhouse are seen 
carrying their quilts and pillows back with them to the 
house. From that hour until midnight it is the boys and 
girls alone that are Holding significant conferences on

Little Rest Even After Midnight. 


But oven after midnight life in the ghetto dees not 
cease. A walk through the ghetto between 1 and 3 
o'clock in the morning reveals what might be termed 
the “nightly migration period.” In nearly every house 
there is a moving and stirring. No one seems to be able 
to find a place for himself, an avenue of @scape from 
the reeky, stifiingair. Through the wide open windows 
one can perceive white forms carrying bedelothing with 
them and moving toward the window. 


Occasionally one sees a girl put her head Out of the 
window. Supporting her chin with her palms, she peers 
into the darkness, drinking in the night breeze. She 
will sit this way until a drowsiness overcomes her and 
then she retires, assured of at least a few howtrs’ sleep 
before the whistle blows the next morning. 

When the night is especially sultry one frequently 
can see the whole family move upon the porch or upon 
the roof of a store, house, or barn, if such be near, and 
there spend the rest of the night under the open sky. 

Cries of a babe, which evidently was writhing in 
pain, attracted the attention of the writer as he was 
walking in the neighborhood of Sangamon and Four-

shanty a whole family, father, mother, and two little 
children, one less than a year old, were seeking refuge 
from the merciless heat.

Woman Faints, Will Not Have Doctor. 


On another occasion the writer was attracted by a 
crowd which suddenly gathered near one of the soda 
stands, A woman, about 45,. who had been tending to 
the stand all evening, fainted. The rush of business 
and the heat proved too much for her. Several women 
quickly gathered about her. One was pouring ice water 
on her head, another was sticking the tips of her fingers 
with a needle, and a third was squeezing her temples 
with a ferocity which would be enough to waken the 
dead. After such a brief performance the ‘woman 
opened her eyes, but soon began to faint again. She 
was taken into the house and her husband, a sort of 
meek individual, took charge of the stand, a work to 
which he evidently was unaccustomed. 

A minute later he went to his wife's bedside. 

“Call a doctor,” one of the women neighbors said to 
the husband. Others joined her and kept on urging the 
husband to call in a physican. 

“Not necessary,” his wife breathed forth with diff. 
culty as the man turned to the door. 

“But you are sick,” the women protested, “You must 
be attended by a doctor.” 

The sick woman lost her patience and, making a des- 
perate effort, she stammered forth:

RENCH women are wont to blame English 
and American women for the way in which 
they spoil their well made corsets for want 
of proper adjustment. Before putting them 
on the lace at the back should be brought 
out almost to its fullest extent, and the lace 

should be so put in it can be drawn tight at the waist 
line by means of the two ends, which are brought round 
the waist and tied in front. This gives the proper 
curve to the figure, and if the corsets are not properly 
adjusted it spoils the set of any gown. 

In hooking you should always start from the bottom 
upward; the laces should be each five yards long, and 
two are required. In putting them in from side to side 
they should be crossed, beginning in the top hole, and 
should be drawn pretty tight at the bottom. At the 
waist line each lace is pulled through to the outside 
and put into the next hole horizontally on the same side 
of the corset, which gives the loop by which the ends 
can be pulled tight. 

Few women pull the laces out sufficiently to make 
them easily adjustable to the figure of the moment, 
which is not always the same. ‘This enables it to be 
pulled down on to the hip, and this treatment gives 
that bend at the back which is so essential, and the 
mode of the moment is for a well shaped waist. The 
mistake ig to tighten the ribs at all.

School Nurses— 


Are 4 Boston idea. Four nurses are em- 
ployed in districts where newly arrived im- 
migrants are most numerous. One district 
contains about 2,500 children.

There 
she obtains from the teacher a list of cases 
which have been examined by the school 
physician. The nurse has a place in which 


to work and is supplied with basins, hot wa- 


ter, soap, Washcloths, towels, combs, mani- 
cure set, prescriptions for petroleum, and 
printed instructions for its use. She exam- 
mes the children’s hair, teeth, and nails. She 
talks with them about the care of the teeth, 
the use of a toothbrush and of a handker- 
chief, proper food, preparation of a bed, care 
of the bedroom, and personal cleanliness. 
As a result of this work the nurse reports 
a marked improvement in the appearance of 
the children. They often stop the nuree in 
the street to have her look at their hands 
and nails. Much home work is done. The 
parer:ts are visited and are put in the way 
of receiving care from the hoard of health in 
case of insanitary conditions. The nurse 
also works in connection with the out- 
patient department of the hospitals in cases 
where the parents can afford a private phy- 
sician.

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FREIGHT REFORMS 


Important Questions Will Be 
Discussed by the Indus- 
trial Traffic League. 


MEETS HERE ON AUG. 25. 


Complaints Are to Be Presented 
to the Interstate Commerce 
Commission. 


The meeting of the national industriel trat - 
fio league, which will be held Aug. 26 in 
Chicago, promises to be one of the most im- 
portant in the history of the organization, as 
{t will de preliminary to the discussion of a 
number of questions with the interstate 
commerce commission either at Chicago or 
Washington. 

The organization, although not yet a month 
old, has a membership representing more 
than 20,000 individual firms. Probably the 
most important question it will consider at 
its meeting is that of the shippers’ right to 
route freight through to destination. Under 
a recent ruling of the commission the rail- 
roads heve the right to publish notice in 
their through tariffs thet the initial road 
reserves the right to route the freight be- 
yond its own lines. This is not admitted by 
the shippers, who, since the days of the 
prairie schooner, have routed their freight 
through to destination and in this way gained 
whatever favor was possible. 


Free Choice of Routes Desired. 

It is said one western railroad had taken ad- 
vantage of the decision and madea deal with 
eastern roads whereby the interchange of 
traffic would be pound for pound, ignoring 
the shippers’ desire that it be forwarded by 
any particular route. 

The league will seek the modification of the 
commission's ruling requiring thirty days’ 
notice before a change in rates can be made 
effective, as it works a hardship where a 
through rate applies via one line and cannot 
be apolted to an equally good route because 
the latter has not issued a tariff. It is 
claimed discrimination will result by making 
competitive lines powerless to meet competi- 
tion, and, besides, it is in conflict with the 
principles of the interstate commerce law. 

The commission's ruling that the shipper 
must know that a rate received from a rail- 
road is correct and is the published tariff 
rate, thus placing the burden of proof on the 
shipper instead of the railroad, has raised 
more discussion in commercial circles than 
any ruling made since the passage of the 
original interstate commerce law more than 
twenty years ago. 


Access to Rates Demanded. 

The league wants the responsibility placed 
on the carriers and wants them to be com- 
pelled to have some designated place where 
a shipper may go and get a rate that will be 
protected, as many sales and contracts are 
made with reference to the transportation 
charges. 

It is purposed to ask the commission to 
compel the publication of the dockets of 
rate and classification meetings, the conclu- 
sions of which may have an effect upon con- 
gress, so that the shippers may have an 
opportunity to appear before the meeting 
and make protest against arbitrary action. 

The railroads have been in the habit of 
making whatever changes they desired and 
allowed the shippers to adopt their own 
means for finding out the action taken. 

Through rates versus through routes; con- 
currence of transportation lines in the issuing 
of through tariffs; class rates asa joint tariff; 
sums of locals versus through rates, and rall- 
way agreements are among the subjects to 
be taken up later with the interstate com- 
merce commiseion. 


Electric Power for Trains. 

The Chicago, Milwaukee and St. Padl rail- 
road contemplates using electric motive 
power on the porton of its Pacific coast ex- 
tension between Missoula, Mont., and Puget 
Sound, a distance of 600 miles. 

To accomplish thie it will be necessary to

CALLS MOTHER ASPENDTHRIFT 


Mrs. J ulla Watt Morris Curtiss’ 
Son Seeks to Curtail Money. 


HUGE WEALTH INVOLVED. 


Woman, Once Divorced, of Old New 
York Family; Had Gay Career. 


New York, Aug. 10.—[{Special.]—Mrs. Julia 
Watt Morris Curtiss, a sister of Thomas L. 
Watt, the banker and yachtsman, and a 
niece of Miss Mary G. Pinckney, who owns 
more real estate than any other woman in 
New York, is preparing to resist an applica- 
tion made to the Connecticut courts by her 
son, Louis Morris, that a conservator be 
appointed to take care of her property. He 
alleges that she is wasting her estate in ex- 
travagant living and that she is spending 
large sums foolishly. 

Mrs. Curtiss has hed a turbulent career. 
She is a granddaughter of the original Arch- 
wald Watt, who, with his brother James, 
owned two farms, one of 300 acres, in Har- 
lem. He married the widow of Col. John N. 
Pinckney. The Watt brothers disagreed in 
business matters and it became necessary for 
them to ralse a good sized amount in hard 
cash. To keep their land safe a large part 
of it was transferred in 1843 to Miss Mary 
G. Pinckney, the daughter of Archibald 
Watts’ wife, in return for about $40,000, 
which she had inherited from her father. 


Retains Valuable Land Tract. 

Miss Pinckney has retained to this day the 
major part of the old Watt farms and e 
land has grown extremely valuable. Her 
surviving relatives are Mrs. Julia Watt Mor- 
ris Curtiss, Thomas L. Watt, director of the 
Mount Morris bank, and Miss Grace Watt. 
It is said that for years they have received 
from Miss Pinckney, who acted as trustee of 
their properties, an income of more than 
$50,000 a year each. 

The real estate holdings of Miss Pinckney 
and the Watt family are said to be worth in 
the neighborhood of $50,000,000. 

Mrs. Julia Watt Morris Curtiss is now 
about 40 years old. Her first husband was 
Peter Morris of this city, from whom she got 
a divorce in 1879. She had three children by 
him, one of whom, Louis Morris, has insti- 
tuted the present proceedings against her. 
The others are Charlotte Morris, who is 16 
years old, and Keith, who is 18. 


Weds Her Private Physician. 

Soon after she got the divorce from Mor- 
ris she was married to Dr. Rollin A. Cur- 
tiss of Bridgeport, Conn., who acted as her 
private physician. In 1904 Dr. Curtiss got a 
divorce from her, alleging that she had been 
extremely intemperate. Since then Mrs. Cur- 
ties has lived for the most part in this city 
at her home, 142 West Eighty-sixth street. 

Years ago when her portrait was painted 
by Chartran she was regarded as a perfect 
type of brunette and she retains in a large 
measure her comely appearance. 

„The allegation that I have spent money 
extravagantly is untrue,“ said Mrs. Curtiss 
yesterday. ‘I have lived merely as a woman 
of my means finds it necessary to live. To 
say that I spend $360,000 a year is absurd. 
My income does not amount to that by a 
great deal.“ 

Rumors of Marriage Afloat. 

A. G. Bransgrove of Bridgeport, Conn., a 
friend of Mrs. Curtiss, said today: Mrs 
Curtiss’ son has been drawing $600 a month 
from his mother. Only last year she gave her 
son a country home in Connecticut and an 
automobile. She is devoted to him. He is 
absolutely dependent on the income he gets 
from her; he has no business or profession. 

** Some of the family fear,“ Mr. Bransgrove 
said, that Mrs. Curtiss intends to marry a 
Mr. Williamson, connected with the Fair- 
banks Scale company. He is said to be about 
25 years old.“ 


CHILD IN A PITIABLE PLIGHT. 


Mother Dies and Man She Ran Away 
With Threatens to Turn Her Into 
Street—Ask Police for Aid. 


Philadelphia, Pa., Aug. 10.—Ellen Rorer, 
aged 9 years, whose father resides in New 
York, walked into a police station here 
today and asked for protection. The child 
informed the police that her mother was in 
a hospital here and that William Sletcher, 
with whom she was living, threatened to put 
her in the street.

Newest Thing in Gotham. 
) By Franklin Fyles. 


New Yorle-—[Special Correspondence.}— 
The new season is under way with crude 
melodramas at five New York thea song 
and dance farces at four, anda blend of those 
two different kinds of play ata tenth. The 
only literary merit on our stage this week is 
in the revival of two old pieces by stock com- 
panies. New York has to wait til] September 
for intellectuality in stage entertainment. 
There is oddity to describe, though, in THe 
Chorus Girl's Luck in New Tork,“ by reason 
of its hybrid makeup. The British capital 
has had “A Poor Girl’s Luck in London,” 
with the misadventures of a maiden hunted 
down. Gotham has had The Chorus Lady,” 
with a good show girl protecting her imper- 
fled sister. So why not a play with a title 
oS eee those two? And, since it is hard 
pro . against plagiarism, 
what is to hinder the making of a play about 
the luck, bad or good, of a chorus girl who 
goes to the rescue of her sister in the the- 
atrica] purlieus of New York? Nor is there a 
law to forbid the dramatization of such de- 
generady as the Thaw-White-Nesbit affair 
revealed. However, this trebly imitative ex- 
ploit in commercialized stegecraft—with its 
authorship set down in the pro to a prob- 
ably nonexistent John Oliver, but produced 
with all the force of ample resource by one 
of the managers who are proud to give’em 
what they want —strikes out strongly in its 
own way by being, besides a sensational mel- 
odrama and a serio-comic comedy, also a 
song and dance extravaganza of the familiar 
type. How can they beat it? Especially as 
the bosh and the trash of it are given with 
actore and scenery of much excellence.

Hence and therefore, The Chorus Girl's 
Luck in New York begins in the studio of 
a sybarite, and there you get the newsy ele- 
ment in this play. An impeccably virtuous 
chorus girl is enticed there to pose asa model

The spéctators have 
been inclined to guy them when, unadorned, 
it seemed absurd that Johnnies should chase 
them; but now, in a-uniformity-of gay garb. 
they are a satisfactory octet in lively antics. 

There is a sure reason why ‘pony. ballets’ 
are not as beautiful as the sets of Gibson 
show girls,” said a manager whose attention 
I directed to the faces of this latest importa 
tion. “ These were chosen when youngsters 
who showed the requisite agility, and if they 
have grown up with a fair degree of comell- 
ness that la as near an Approach to beauty 
as we have aright to expect. It is different 
with the ‘ Floradora”’ type of show giris. 
They need only to be tall and slim, with 
weakly inexpressive but delicate visages and 
convex curvatures. of their spines. They 
should have singing voices, although that 
isn’t absolutely essential if only they are 
superlovely to look at; and all the acting 
ability they need is to hold their heads high, 
throw out their chins, put on an expression 
betwixt inanity and insolence, and walk with 
the long, lazy, undulous stride that is just 
beginning to go out of fashion in Fifth avenue. 
The manager of a how employing a Gibson 
set of beauties in Broadway never knows how 
many of them will line up at night for duty. 
It depends on the physical condition in which 
the motors of their admirers have brought 
them back from a champagne afternoon at 
the racetrack; and substitutes from the rest 
of the chorus have to be kept ready. But 
these ‘pony ballets’ are reliable, and they 
can be taken through the country on tours,

Graft aft Worked b by Ticket Sellers. 


Selling and taking tickets “on the gate” 
of any amusement enterprise is one of the 
best paying jobs connected with the show 
business. A ticket seller who cannot 
* graft ” $25 a day when he handles as much 
as $1,000 is a bad worker. 

Selling tickets ip an art in {tself. The 
ordinary man could not sell 250 tickets and 
make change to save his life, while the pro- 
fessional may on some days handle $5.000 
worth of tickets, make all change by him- 
self, and count up without the least trouble, 
These men are the aristocrats of the show 
business, adepts at handling money and past 
masters of the art of making the hand de- 
ceive the eye. They do not speak of short 
changing a man or woman as stealing, but 
regard it as legitimate graft. Most of 
these men would as soon think of murder 
ase of plain theft, but they do not re 
gard fleecing the patrons of the amusement 
as theft at all. 

— 


To understand the spirit in which they act 
in looting the public, it is necessary to know 
the men themselves. Some of them are ex- 
bank clerks, but the best have received their 
training with circuses and street fairs. They 
make change ‘g0.rapidly and become so 
adept at handling money that they have 
the change made almost before the purchaser 
of a ticket knows what has happened. They 
regard the amusement public as legitimate 
prey. They figure: “ This guy has 610 to 
spend today having fun. He te away from 
I couldn't 
cheat him out of a cent in business; the 
chances are he'd beat me. He's going to 
spend or lose that money and I'll take a piece 
of it.“ 

One of these fellows met me one day. He 
was wearing a handsome diamond that was 
new. Hello,“ I remarked. “ Where did 
you get the stone?’ Took it off a guy,” 
he replied calmly. Tou see,“ he explained, 
“he was a young sport who was drunk and 
spending his pa’s money, so I just pulled it off 
him, Shirt and all.“ 

That fellow was disgusted with the de 
generate young cub who was drunk and 
throwing away money, and considered him 
a legitimate sucker,“ go he robbed him and 
didn’t even regard aimself as a thief. 

That is the attitude of most ef the graft- 
ing ticket sellers. They regard the $2 bill 
as a special dispensation of the government 
in their favor. 


— 


Two dollar bills and 10 cent pieces are the 
favorite pieces of money with all ticket sellers 
who expect to graft a bit. It is safe 
to say that if a man went to a street fair 
or something of that sort with ten $2 bills 
there would be at least eight attempts te 
hand him change for a 61 bill. The only safe 
way is to leave the change on the counter 
until you count it. If you pick it up and 
shove it in your’ pocket that means that the 
ticket seller is $1 ahead. 
That is what happens in scores of cases. 
Amusement goers have money to spend and 
are careless; they grab change, shove it into 
their pockets, and maybe discover half an 
hour later that their money ie missing. It is 
no use to go back and kick, because you never 
will get your money back and cannot prove 
your 

— . 
Sometimes bold ticket sellers in the middle 
of a big rush will hand out change for $1 
when they receive $5, but this is dangerous 
because the man usually knows. If he looks 
worried and anxious, ag if he was thinking 
of something else, there e a chance to put 
over that game—especially if the $5 comes 
off a roll of bills. 
The 10 cent graft is popular. There is a 
noted ticket seller with one of the big travel- 
ing attractions who has the brass plate over 
which he shoves change nicked so that a 
dime will stick while the rest of the change 
He puts down the correct

Within recent years propri 
ment parks and the concessions therein have 
tried to check the short changing” evi)’ 
and they have ln many instances hired women 
cashiers. This result has been startling. 
Now most of them want the men beck. The. 
girls have proved even more daring graftera 
than the men, because they are not suspect- 
ed and look more innocent. Only a few 
days ago a girl cashier at a concession in one 
of the big Chicago amusement parks was 
detected in such raw short change work that 
she wes discharged. She pleaded for her 
place, or another one. The management re- 
fused to hire her again. 

„How much do you make outside your 
salary?’ the manager asked her. 

* she said, ny — an air of perfect in- 
nocence, anywhere from $25 to §50 4 day 
on the big days.” 

Yet there are extremely few kicks from 
the patrons who are robbed in this way. 
Perhaps by the time they notice that they 
have been robbed they have forgotten where 
it happened.

The ticket sellers as a rule do not attempt 
to rob their employers. Their job is too 
valuable to risk. Occasionally, however, 
the attempt is made. Then the ticket taker 
gets in on the graft. He must hold out tick- 
ets and square the turnetile, and balance the 
books with the seller with whom he divides 
the polls.
